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MUNICIPAL WHEELS 

How the Affairs of the City are 
Run at City Hall 

Spice and Variety Characterize the Duties of 
The Health Department 


One of the least understood and i 
most abused departments of the city! 
la that In charge of the board of | 
health. It Is blamed for all the ills ofj 
municipal administration and Is nev- 
er praised. Its work Is based on the! 
self evident truth that the well being | 
of the whole must bo considered as i 
paramount to that of the Individual. I 
and while It may be censured by the j 
latter, It certainly deserves the kind j 
thoughts of the community at large. ! 

The modern tendency of concentra- 
ing population in our cities has em 
phasized by severe and costly lessons, 
the extreme Importance of sanitary 
regulations. The family of the rich In 
fine mansions, grossly deceive them- 
selves if they imagine they are above 
and beyond the general welfare of the 
whole community. Matters of health 
and sanitation, like the strength of e 
chain, are no stronger than its weak- 
est point, and It can be truly said that 
the health of a town depends upon 
the sanitary condition of Its poorest 
district. 

The board of health of Newton Is 
composed of three citizens appointed, 
without pay, by the mayor, to serve 
like most of our other city officials, 
during good behavior. One of these 
gentlemen must be a physician. Our 
city Is especially fortunate in the fact 
that the chairman of the board Dr. 
Francis Oeo. Curtis, has served In 
that capacity for 14 years. It Is not 
too much to say that the high stand- 


the attending physician, or parents, 
under severe penalties for neglect. 

As n usual thing. Newton physi- 
cians heartly co-operate with the 
board of health In this and other par- 
ticulars. 

As soon as reports of diphtheria 
and scarlet fever are received, the 
agent visits the premises, places a 
suitable warning placard at all en 
trances to the house, and Imposes 
such quarantine regulations as will 
insure the complete Isolation of the 
patient from the public. Hospital 
treatment is urged In all cases, as 
most beneficial to the public as well 
as for the patient, and there Is a 
growing tendency In this city to take 
advantage of the conveniences at- 
tached to our modern contagious 
w’ards and the excellent treatment 
given at the New’ton Hospital. Disin- 
fection immediately follows the re- 
moval of the patient to the Hospital. 
Where the case remains at home, the 
quarantine usually restricts entrance 
to the sick room to the physician and 
nurse, and often requires the remov- 
al of working members of the family 
from the house. School attendance Is 
of course prohibited from children of 
the family, unless they leave the 
premises, and even then during a pro- 
bationary period of suspicion. The 
public has become fairly well ac- 
quainted with the need of quarantine 
and the regulations are usually faith- 
fully observed. Severe penalties are

ing the Newion board has attained, 
not only In the results of its work lo- 
cally, but In its reputation in the state 
and country, is mostly due to the In- 
itiative and executive ability of Dr. 
Curtis. 

The other members of the board 
Mr. William F. Harbach and Mr. Geo. 
Royal Pulsifer, have not served as 
long at Dr. Curtis, but are equally de- 
voted to the city’s interests, and 
have a wide acquaintaiu'e with Its 
needs. 

The executive work of the board is 
handled by its clerk and agent, Mr. 
Alfred M. Russell, assisted by a sanl- 
itary inspector and a stenographer. 

The work of the department is 
seemingly endless, covering as it 
does, such subjects as the quarantine, 
Inspection, and disinfection for all 
kinds of communicable diseases, the 
maintenance of a bacteriological de- 
partment for examination of disease 
bacilli, medical inspection of school 
children, the Investigation and cor- 
rection of a thousand kinds of nui- 
sances. ihe collection of house gar- 
bage. inspection of provisions, the In- 
spection of dairies, milk farms, and 
bakeries, the prevention of over- 
crowding in tenements, the licensing 
of stables, cattle, live fowl, sheep, 
goats and swine, the connection of 
bouses with the sewer, the construc- 
tion and cleaning of privies and cess- 
pools. the care of the city bath 
houses, the licensing of hawkers and 
peddlers and the oversight of burial 
permits. ‘ 

COMMUNICABLE DISEASES. 

What may be considered (he first 
duty of the health department Is the 
protection of the public from the 
spread of those diseases which are 
known to be communicable from one ' 
pejson to another. The moat import- 
ant in this city being diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, consumption and typhoid 
fever. Measles are also noted, and 
there is always a fear that the dread 
scourge of Ihe 18th century, small 
pox, may again show itself. 

Notices of these dangerous diseases 
are sent to the office of the board by ' 


attached, however, to their violation, 
as well as to the unauthorized removal 
of the warning placards. 

When notified by the attending 
physician that the patient has recov- 
ered. the premises are visited by the 
city physician, who takes cultures in 
cases of diphtheria, and makes an ex- 
amination of the body in cases of 
scarlet fever, and if the culture proves 
negative and the examination conclu- 
sive. the placards are removed and 
the sick chamber disinfected by the 
agent. 

During 1907. the following number 
of cases were reported: Diphtheria 
135: Scarlet fever. 119; Typhoid fev- 
er. II: Measles. 22. and Tuberculosis 
58. The agent disinfected 983 rooms 
during the same period. 

The board of health of Newton was 
the first to abandon the antiquated 
methods of disinfecting with burning 
sulphur and to adopt the formaldehyde 
process. Formaldehyde Is evolved 
from wood alcohol and its use , is 
much cleaner, more satisfactory and 
less dangerous than sulphur. The ap- 
paratus forces the gas Into the room 
through the key hole of the door, 
which should be kept closed for at 
least six hours, and longer if possible, 
to allow the fumes of the gas to come 
in contact with whatever germs of 
disease as may be present. After air- 
ing, the walls and celling should be 
washed with a solution of blclorlde of 
mercury, and re-papered. 

For diphtheria cultures, the 'board 
maintains a laboratory, and culture 
tubes can be found at convenient sta- 
tions all over the city. When a phy- 
sician has a suspicious throat disease, 
he obtains one of these tu)>os and us- 
es (he swab on the throat or no.>e of 
the patient. Tt Is then reenclosed In 
Ihe tube and sent to the laboratory 
where it Is placed in a gas oven for a 
number of hour.s. By this time the 
germs on tlie gwab have developed on i 
the rulrtire media, which is of boui- 
llon composition, and are carefully 
treated and inspected through a mi- 
croscope. If found to be diphtheria 
bacilli, the culture Is said to he pos 
itive, if other forms are found, the ' 


'culture is negative and the physician 
and health office are notified accord 
Ingly. For release from diphtheria, a 
negative culture must be received 
from the attending physician and 
from the city physician ns well. Great 
credit la due to the medical fraternity 
of the city for their conscientious work 
1111 taking cultures. The quarantine 
for diphtheria nsually lasts about 10 
days, while that for scarlet fever has 
a minimum limit of four weeks. Two 
weeks must also elapse after recovery 
before school attendance Is permit- 
' ted. 

I Typhoid fever is traced wherever pos- 
sible, although as a rule nearly every 
case is contracted outside of the city. 

The board also provides laboratory 
examinations for detecting this dis- 
ease. and (or the examination of spu- 
tum for tuberculosis. 

Measles are hard to control, the old 
fashioned notion that they are Inev- 
itable to childhood is so firmly rooted 
that Infection Is often Invited by fool- 
ish parents. 

Notices of all cases of diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, and measles are sent to 
the school and library authorities os 
soon as reported. 

One of the Important duties of the 
agent in connection with the care of 
contagious diseases, especially where 
the patient Is sent to the Hospital Is 
tracing the legal settlement of the pa- 
tient or patients that the city may re- 
cover from the proper authorities. In 
case the patient is unable to pay for 
the case. This w'ork Is often compli- 
cated. and is always difficult. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION. 

In accordance with recent state 
laws, the board appoints 12 physi- 
cians to visit the public schools each 
day to examine such children as the 
teachers select for the purpose. This 
is the so-called “dally medical inspec- 
tion of schools'*. It is of undoubted 
value In such cases as are evident to 
the teacher’s eye, but as a “medical 
inspection” It Is worse than a farce, 
as parents. Ignorant of its scope, are 
lulled into a false sense of security. 
93 cases of disease were reported In 
1907 In the entire city. Immediate 
steps should be taken to require per- 
iodic examination of each pupil by 
the medical inspectors, frequent en- 
ough to detect the poisaible begin- 
nings of epidemics of contagious dis- 
eases. 

SANITARY INSPECTION. 

The old theory that filth was the 
direct cause of contagious diseases 
has been succeeded by the knowledge 
that dirty conditions will undermine 
the health and prepare the w'ay (or 
sickness of all kinds. With this object 
in view, the health deparfment causes 
regular inspections to be made of 
the entire city and more frequent In- 
spections of the w'orst districts. This 
inspection covers the condition of the 
plumbing, traps, cellars," outhouse^, 
stables, privies and cesspools and no- 
tices for remedy of unsuitable condi- 
tions are thereupon Issued by the 
agent. If not corrected, the board Is- 
sues a nuisance order, under which 
the person responsible for the prem- 
ises can be heavily fined, if disobeyed. 
The board also has power to vacate 
the premises if It sees fit. 

The department also regulates the 
building of privy vaults and cesspools 
and licenses a party to remove their 
contents. This work Is of small ac- 
count at present, the extension of the 
sew’er system greatly reducing theli' 
number. 

Power is also vested in the board 
to compel connections w’lth the sew'er. 
and much good work has been done 
in that line. On all such orders hear- 
ings are granted by the board and the 
excuses given by real estate owners 
tor delay are varied and often hum- 
orous. 

The collection of garbage Is also 
regulated by the board, and with the 
present conditions, it would seem as 
if a bi-weekly collection In winter, in- 
creasing to trl-weekly In summer, 
with the accumulations removed be- 
yond the city limits within 24 hours 
from collection, at an annual cost of 
$7,600 was about as much as the city 
can afford. Tlie board looks forward 
to the time when some system of cre- 
mation will be adopted for this and 
other kinds of waste. 

All of the above work Is In line of 
prevention and no available statlstlcr 
are possible as to Its value. That It is 
important, how’ever. no Intelligent | 
person can doubt, although it cannot 
be expressed In dollars and cents. 

The abolition of wet nnd spongy 
lands is vested in the board of health 
although work costing $2009 or over 
I must first be sanctioned by the alder- 
I men. T.lcenslng of stables, both to 
j erect and to occupy, is an annoying 
duly of the deparlment and many a 
neighborhood row' is aired at stable 
hearings. The board also licenses the 
keeping of live fowl, cattle and swine 
and maintains an oversight on Ihe 
places In which they are kept. 

MILK FARMS. 

Monthly Inspections are made of 
all dairies w'lthln the city limits, and 
cleanliness is rigorously Insisted up 
on. Many of the conditions common 
about twelve years ago when this 


matter was first undertaken would 
have disgiiflted the consumers If they 
had been known. These conditions 
however, have been corrected and the 
milk farms at the present time are 
fairly w'ell kept. Eternal vlgllence, 
however. Is (he price of clean milk In 
this as well as qther cities. 

BURIAL PERMITS. 

No human body can be burled with- 
in the city without a permit from the 
health office, and the returns of phy- 
sicians as to cause of death and of 
the undertaker as to other vital sta- 
tistics are transmitted monthly to the 
city clerk for record. 

One of the most disagreeable duties 
of the board Is to prevent overcrowd- 
ing. With the foreign Influx during 
the recent street, railroad and sewer 
Improvements In the city, old world ■ 
Ideas of the requisite amount of 
air space for each person con- 
flicted with those of the new. Sus- 
pected premises w*ere visited late 
at night with the assistance of 
the police, and many a truthful tale 
could be related by the Inspectors, 
which would rival Munchausen In its 
seeming Improbability. One inspector 
reported the finding of six men sleep- 
ing in a closet, six feet long, six feet 
wide with but one window and a door, 
both fortunately open. These condi- 
tions are not common, however, but 
it is the duty of the department to 
prevent them. 

BATH-HOUSES. 

The board maintains two public 
bathhouses, one at the Upper Falls 
on the Charles river and one 
just opened on Crystal Lake, at 
Newton Centre. Both of these afford 
some slight facilities for bathing. 

In the main the department works 
on broad lines, realizing that individ- 
ual rights must be respected wherev- 
er and whenever possible, but that 
above all. Its first duty Is to the 
whole people. The city treats the 
board fairly in the way of appropria- 
tions. about $17,000 being annually 
expended, outside of the Hospital 
cases, the cost of which varies great- 
ly from year to year. The work of the 
board is not limited to appropriations 
on certain lines, and If a serious ep- 
idemic should visit the city, the 
board’s first duty would be to quell 
It, regardless of expense. 

•>One peculiar feature of sanitary 
work Is that it Is never finished. No 
sooner Is one defence completed, than 
It is found necessary to extend the 
picket line against the constantly re- 
treating armies of disease and dirt. 
New conditions arise, new methods 
are required and Invented, and It Is 
hoped that the growth of sanitary 
knowledge among the people will 
soon render the work of the health 
department less strenuous and of 
greater benefit to the .whole commu' 
jhlty. ' ■ "■« ti

MR. HURLEY DEAD. 

.Mr. Daniel Hurley, a veteran of 
the civil war and a well known resi- 
dent of this vjllage, died Monday 
morning at his home. 38 High street, 
after a lingering illness. Deceased 
was 60 years of age and was born 
In Roxbury, but has made his home 
in this community for the last quarter 
of a century. He etillsted In the 3l8t 
Massachusetts Volunteers and served 
with distinction during the war under 
tieneral Butler at New Orleans. Af- 
ter the war, Mr. Hurley started In 
the building business which he con- 
tinued until a few years ago. Among 
the many buildings which he built 
might be mentioned St. Joseph's 
church at Needham and Ills own home 
on High street, which was liutned Fort 
.McKinley, owing to the high cellar 
wall.T which formed the back of the 
residence. He is survived by two 
daughters, two brothers and a mother, 
a resident of West Newton, who has 
reached the ripe old age of 94 years.! 
years. 

Funeral services were held on Wed- 
nesday at Sr. Mary's church, Rev. D, 
H, Donovan celebrating requelm 
nia.ss ami Rev. T. J. Danaliy delivered 
the eulogy, and prayed at the grave. 
The pallbearers were. Nicholas En- 
right, Frederick Fontanny. Cormriius 
Flynn, Robert F. Pranllch and .Tohn 
J. rranltch. Burial was at Holyhood j 
where taps were sounded. 


It will co.^t six cents for the next 
twelve months to obtain a transfer on 
the lines of the Newton Street Rail- 
way system, according to the decision 
of the state railroad commission an- 
nounced last Saturday. 

Tn the .same order the commission 
upheld the right of the Natick and Co- 
chitiiate Street Railway Co. and of 
the Middlesex and Boston Street Rail- 
way Co. to charge six cents as a unit 
of fare, against the protests of the ' 
selectmen and residents of Wellesley, 
Natick. Hopklnton, Framingham and 
Ashland. 

The petitions in question and oth- 
ers before the board follow: 

Petitions of the Newton street rail- 
way company relative to fares and 
transfers: of the selectmen of Welles- 
ley and Natick and citizens of Need- 
ham relative to increase in fares on 
the Natick & Cochltuate street rail- 
way; of the selectmen of Natick, Fra- 
mingham and Ashland and of the se- 
lectmen, board of trade and citizens 
of Hopklnton relative to increase in 
fares on the Middlesex & Boston 
street railway. 

Tbe Board says: 

A system of street railway, includ- 
ing the Newton, the Natick and Co- 
chituate and the Middlesex and Bos- 
ton campanies Is controlled by a volun- 
ary association, known as the Boston 
and Suburban Electric Company which 
holds as a stockholder the majority In* 
terest In these properties. In discussing 
the relations of the bolding company to 
these roads, the board, May 25, 1904, 
made this statement: 

'What those who are thus assocla* 
ted do with the dividends which they 
receive from their shares in railway 
stocks or what value they place upon 
such shares Is of no more importance 
to those w'bo use these railways and 
pay the fares which support them 
than if the controlling stockholder 
W'ere an Individual. The board deals 
only with tbe capitalization of the 
railway companies, their methods of 
constructing, maintaining and oper- 
ating their railways and the corpor- 
ate receipts and expenditures. That 
a common ownership and manage- 
ment makes the several Newton rail- 
ways to all intents and purposes parts 
of one local system Is a fact to be 
given due weight.” 

In conformity with the principle 
three stated, the board In the cases 
now before It. has reviewed the cap- 
italization of tbe companies and has 
made a renewed study of their con- 
struction, maintenance and operation 
and an analysis of their receipts and 
expenditures. 

Every street railway campany serv- 
ing the public in this State is a Mas- 
sachusetts corporation, required by 
Jaw* to return yearly a sworn state- 
ment of Its financial condition on 
forms approved by the board. No 
capital stock can be issued, no loca- 
tion be granted and no section of 
track be operated except by virtue of 
these laws, wisely safeguarded In the 
public interests. 

The board, In connection with its 
study of the whole situation, has giv- 
en particular attention to certain 
questions which it deems essential to 
a true and correct understanding of 
the Issues before It. Among these are 
the cost of power, or labor and mater- 
ials. i-ularies. existing Indebtedness, 
both floartng and funded, general oper- 
ation. maintenance. Improvements, 
immediate and prospective demands 
for service, new equipment and posil 
ble extension.. Figure, showing cap- 
Itallzailon. bonded and unfunded debt, 
earning, and Incomes, have been tak- 
en from otders of the hoard and re- 
turns of the companies, and rompara- 
tUo tables of gross passenger re- 
ceipt- have been furnished upon our 
application by tbe companlef. 

These compunles together »»rve a 
territory considerably In extent and of 
taried density of population. The 
servtPP rendered Is In part exclu- 
sive uuu iu part competitive. The 
fares are now established at a alx- 
cent unit upon all tlie lines of tbU 
sv.stem, with the exception of the 
.Newton Street llullway. upon onh one 
inunch of which this fare in oi»».ra. 
tIon. The compunles are imelligont 
ly operated and as a whole render a 
reasonaldy efficient service to their 
patroiw

the earnings of the company for the 
five years 1903-1907 sliows an average 
dividend of 3.8 per cent. 

The Natick and Cochltuate Street 
Railway Company has a capital 
of $100,000, no funded debt, and un- 
funded liabilities of $213,843.90. The 
return of the company for the year 
ending Sept. 30, 1907, discloses: 

Gross earnings from operation €? 
$100,078.05, and a net divisible In- 
come of $2,013.51. 

A statement of the earnings of the 
company for the five years, 1903*1907, 
shows an average dividend of 3.6 per 
cent. 

The Middlesex and Boston Street 
Railway Company has a capital of 
$300,000, an amount fixed by the 
Board as not exceeding the fair cost, 
as determined by it. of replacing the 
railway and property acquired at re- 
ceiver’s sale of the South Middlesex 
Street Railway,' less the amount of 
its funded debt, $100,000. Tbe re- 
turn of the company for the six weeks 
ending Sept. 30, 1907, naturally af- 
fords little assistance, and we have 
therefore examined the returns of 
the South Middlesex Street Railway 
Company in connection therewith, 
This return discloses that for the five- 
year period before reorganization of 
tbe company no dividends were paid. 

The Newton Street Railway Com- 
pany alleges that It is necessary to 
Increase its income by some change 
In fares and that “to make such 
change as light a burden upon the 
travelling public as possible, and to 
distribute it as equally as possible, it 
is proposed to make every fare in 
connection with which a transfer Is 
secured from one car or line of cars 
to another six cents;’’ and petitions 
the Board for approval of such change 
in fares in so far as ti constitutes to 
any degree a withdrawal or discon- 
tinuance of tbe use of free checks or 
free transfers. This petition in effect is 
an application to the Board to adjudi- 
cate that the charge of one cent for 
each transfer Issued by the Newton 
Street Railway Company for use upon 
Its own or connecting lines Is reason- 
able. 

The approval of the petition for 
withdrawal of free transfers will not 
result In the raising of tbe fare on 
tbe principle lines of travel, namely, 
between Lake street and Norumbega 
Park, Newton and Newton Lower 
Falls, and Newton and Wultham. It 
will result only in fhe raising of the 
fare from five to six cents for a con- 
tinuous ride in connection with 
which a transfer Is Issued. The com- 
pany will alone receive fhe benefit 
of this Increase whenever n transfer Is 
Issued from one portion of Its line lo 
another, and will receive the benefit. 
In part, whenever a transfer is Issued 
from Its lines to those of companies 
with which it has transfer arrange 
ments. 

Upon all ihe facta before us. we are 
unable to adjudicate this proposed 
charge unreasonable or execo88^e. 

“We have rteleriulned to approve n 
withdrawal of free transfers on the 
Newton street railway for a limited 
period ns an experimental measure, 
being of the opinion that at the end 
of this period, or prior thereto. If 
con<lltlon3 should warrant, and unless 
iinexpeoted losn of business neces.sl- 
hates a further extension of time, the 
company should restore the free 
transfers. We take this course that 
,the company rather than the public, 
may carry the burden of bringing 
I this matter formally before us In the 
I event of an occasion arising for sttch 
' action. 

I The petitions before us. other than 
I that of the Newton Street Railway Com- 
]>any, relate to the reasonableness of 
the rates now chnrged by the NatUk 
and Cochltuate Street Railway Com- 
pany and by the Middlesex and Hos- 
toil Street Railway Company. 

It becomes Important to ascertain, 
f possible the approximate prospective 
earnings of these companies with the 
slx-cent fare In operation and the board 
as requesled of the company a detailed 
statement of gross ptisseiiger receiiits 
since the increase, together with com- 
parative tables for l{t07. 

While these returns show u loss in 
the gross passenger receipts under 
the hicreused fare upon both roads, 
the Board, in view of the suggestion 
at the hearing of the importance of 
ascertaining the so-culled summer or 
vacation riding, with which suggesilon 
It Is in uceofi], has requested and re- 
ceived u Btutemeni of the comparative 
gross receipts for transportation for' 
twenty-seven days In July, showing! 
a continued ami murked decrease. 

A street railway company niuy es- 
tablish rates of fare for all pussenger 
irunsported by U. If the Hoard Is of 
opinion that the rates of faresoeslab- 


llslied are excessive or unreasonable. It 
may recommend a redtictlon thereof 
to the company. 

"The affairs of the Natick & Co- 
chituate and the Middlesex & Boston 
street railway companies, taken as o 
whole, do not warrant a lessoning of 
receipts. The board, therefore, Is of 
the opinion that It ought not to recom- 
mend lo either of these companies a 
reduction In existing rales of fare for 
passenger trauBportatlon. 

"In reaching these conclusions we 
have given careful consideration to 
Ihe suggestion that other method? 
ought in the first Instance to be adopt- 
ed by the companies in attempting to 
secure additional necessary Income. 
The methods outlined, in the opinion 
of the board, are neither feasible nor 
In the public Interest. Where condi- 
tions like the ones before us prevail, 
the interests of the whole public are 
and ought to be controlling factors In 
our determination. To find otherwise 
is to outrage that spirit of fairness 
which sho.uld underlie every recom- 
mendation that the board Is called up- 
on to make. 

*Tt is therefore ordered that the 
petition of the Newton street railway 
company be granted for an experi- 
mental period of one year from the 
date hereof, and that the reaminlng 
petitions be dismissed.”

The numerous friends of Mr. F. F. 
Raymond and his daughter. MIrs Mar- 
ion P. Raymond will be interested in 
the follow'ing clipping from a recent 
Paris edition of the New York Her- 
ald. 

Grindelwald, Thursday. — “I am glad 
I am not up there on that hot rock 
where my daughter is,” said Mr. F. 
F. Raymond, of Boston, this morning, 
snugly ensconced under a shady tree 
of the Hotel Bear in a deep wicker ! 
chair that just fitted under tbe big 
telescope. 'Through the telescope one 
could follow the slow progress of Miss 
Marion P. Raymond with her guides j 
over tbe blistering hot face of the I 
precipice above the Upper Glacier, j 
She should arrive tonighPbt the Dos- 1 
senhorn Hut. to start out from there 
at two or three In the morning for. 
the peaks of the Engelhorner. and 
the succeeding night will be passed in 
the Gleckstein Hut. Her party Is 
headed by the guide Hans Kaufmann. 

Miss Raymond is one of the most 
celebrated women cllmberB of the 
Alps. She arrived about three weeks ' 
ago. and last week her father, who 
had been taking the “cure” at Cou- 
trexeville. Joined her. She has al- 
ready ascended the Schreckhorner 
twice this season — once by the ordin- 
ary route and the other time by the 
more difficult north-east “arete.” She 
has engaged her guides and porters 
for a period of two months, and will 
doubtless make some “record” ascents 
before the season is over. Last week I 
she did a spell of twenty-two hours’ 
rock work that had never been done 
before In coming down from the 
"Hornll”— a shoulder of the Eiger — by 
way of the "Hanli.” Captain Knox 
accomplished this once last year, but 
by a less hazardous way. Miss Ray- 
mond’s party did it by taking along 
an enormous quantity of rope, which 
had all to be left attached to the rocks 
and which may be useful to some 
future party. Mr. RajTnond does not i 
accompany bis daughter on her 
climbs. He has so much confidence 
in her skill that he is not more un- 
easy than a man whose daughter has 
gone hunting or aulomoblling. One 
fact the telescope revealed this morn- 
ing was that Miss Raymond had sal- 
lied forth from the hotel In a trim 
"Fluffy Ruffles” skirt, she was now 
very manifestly proceeding In unim- 
peded "knickerbockers." 

Boston people are much to the fore 
this season. Another party from that 
city is made up of Dr. Freeman and 
Mr. Allsfon Burr. They started out 
early this morning on the ascent of 
the Wetterhorn and the Eiger with 
the guides Gottfried Bohren. of Grin- 
delwald. aud Taugwalder. of Zermatt. 
The telescope has revealed their pro- 
gress as satisfactory so far. They 
will sleep tonight in the Gleckstelii 
hut. and will do some climbing lu the 
region of the Dossenhiifte. and before 
their return will cross the path of Miss 
Raymond on the Schreckhorn by a 
route different from hers, and from ’ 
the Schwarzegg Hut return by the 1 
T.auteraarjoch. which will involve I 
.^ome very ditflcult Ice work. In a ' 
few days they expect to be joined by 
their friend. Mr. .Tohn Farlow. of Bos- 
ton. who wa# here for some time last 
season.

MRS. HOWE ANSWERS 

MRS. HUMPHREY WARD. 


Mrs. * Julia Wfvrd Howe, the Presi- 
dent of the New England Woman Suf- 
frage Association, has sent a letter 
to the London Times In answer to 
Mrs. Humphrey Ward’s recent at- 
tack upon woman suffrage In America. 
Mrs. Ward has written to the Times 
that the movement in this country 
was strong "In the second third of 
the 19th century.” but was now al- 
most extinct. Mrs. Howe says: 

"Nothing could be farther from the 
facts. In the second third of the 19th 
oentjy^y, as I well remember, the 
movement w^s small and unpopular, 
and was the object of unlimited ridi- 
cule. It has grown steadily in num- 
bers and strength ever since. The 
change of sentiment in 
among women has been 
marked. The National American Wo- 
man Suffrage Association grows In 
membership every year, and Its an- 
nual receipts have risen from $3,544. 
In 1892 to $25,662. in 1907.” 

Mrs. Ward laid the alleged decline 
in the movement to “the organized 
opposition of women.” Mrs. Howe 
says: 

"The organized opposition among 
women to suffrage is very small com- 
pared with the organized movement 
of women in its favor. Out of our 46 
States, only four have anti-suffrage as- 
sociations. and tw'o of these are almo.st 
too small to be properly called associ- 
ations, Tiny anti-8ufrr.ige "commit- 
tees" exist In four States more. There 
are Suffrage .-Vssoclations in 3.3 States 


.Michigan bore 175,000 signatures. 
There were no petitions on the other 
side. In Chicago, not long ago, 97 or- 
ganizations, with an aggregate mem- 
bership of more than 10,000 women, 
petitioned for a woman suffrage clause 
in the new city charter, while only one 
small organization of women petitioned 
against it. In Maine. Iowa, Kansas, 
in short, in every State where pe- 
titions for suffrage and remonstrances 
against it have been sent to the Leg- 
islature, the petitioners have always 
largely out numbered the remon- 
strants, On the only occasion when 
the government took an official ref- 
erendum among women on the subject 
(in Massachusetts In 1895). the wo- 
men's vote was in favor of suffage 
25 to one. 

"In America, most women are as 
yet indifferent on the suffrage ques- 
Its favor jtion; but, of those who take any live- 
especially ^ly interest in It either way, the great 
majority are In favor. This has been 
demonstrated wherever the matter 
has been brought to a test.” 

Mrs. Howe quotes a large amount 
of testimony to show that woman suf- 
frage has worked well in practice. She 
says in conclusion; 

"Whittier said years ago that the 
men who were opposed to equal 
rights for women merely used the op- 
position of a few women as a cloak 
for their own hostility. This Is 
equally true today. The? great ob- 
stacle to woman suffrage is the inertia 
of conservatism, added to the stren- 
uous opposition of the liquor Interest 
and all the vicious elements.” 


Electric Road Employes Play Ball. 

After each team had previously 
won one game, division 2 of the New- 
ton street railway, comprising em- 
ployes of the Auburndale district, de- 
feated division 1 of Waltham, 14 to 8, 
in a well played baseball game on 
Cabot Park last Friday afternoon. 

Riley and Schofield were the bat- 
tery for the winners, while the bat- 
tery for the Waltham players were 
Chapman nnd Galway. The game was 
witnessed by a large gathering of em- 
ployes living in this city and Wal- 
tham. 

These divisions expect to play an- 
other series of baseball games dur 
Ing the present month. 


Newton Man In Narrow Escape. 

Sterling Elliott, a Newton manufac- 
turer, and two workmen were In 
grave danger of their lives Monday 
afternoon when a frame building lo- 
cated In Allston, caught fire, followed ' 
Immediately by a loud explosion of 
some chemicals. The building was in- 
stantly enveloped in flames, and the 
wonder of It is that all three men es- 
cnpi'd from the place unharmed. 

The fire was caused by the over- 
flowing on the wooden floor of melted 
brass and boracic acid mixture. This 
liistnnily Ignited nnd almost as quick- 
ly came the ierrifle report of the ex- 
plosion. Just what caused the latter Is 

mystery, though it is supposed by 
Mr. Elliott that the brass and acid 
mixture, wliich was heated to a tem- 
perature of 2000 degrees, burned at 
such an alarming rate that sponta- 
tioous combustion resulted. The force 
of the explosion wrecked the machin- 
ery and w’oodwork. 

The building in which the fire 
started Is a 2 1-2 story structure, con- 
structed entirely of wood. Mr. Elliot 
uses the lower portion as a shop, and 
the upper section is utilized as a pat- 
tern nnd draft shop by the Cooley en- 
gine company. Their loss is estimated 
at about $6000, covered by Insurance. 
^r^. Elliot's loss is about $1800, upon 
which there Is no Insurance. 

Mr. Elliot says he with his two 
workmen were engaged in setting up 
a new braising furnace, used for dip 
braising. There was about a ton of 
melted brass In a crucible and a little 
of the flux overflowed and dripped to 
the wood floor. 

Instantly a great volume of flame 
shot up and out of the structure on alt 
sides. As the men made their dash for 
safety, they thought the entire build- 
ing would blow up. 


Aged Inmate of Home Dead. 

Luke Nally, aged 68. died Friday In 
the city home on Winchester street, 
Newton Highlands, after only a day’s 
illness of neuralgia of the heart. He 
had been an Inmate of the home four 
years. Mr. Nally was a native of Ire- 
land.

Such ability is uot 
only iL very agreeable and useful ac- 
complishmeitt but it Is frequently of 
tlie greatest practical value lu busi- 
ness and professional life.

Newton Centre Bathhouse Open. 

For the first time a public bath 
house was opened Monday on the 
shore of Crystal lake, Newton Centre 
when there was much rejoicing among 
the young people of the south side of 
the city. Many boys patronized the 
new bath house. 

Heretofore there has been no 
place where hoys living In Newton 
Centre and Newton Highlands oould 
bathe near home, Bach spring a num 
her have usually ventured Into Crys- 
tal lake, but there have always been 
protests that the bathers were not 
properly clothed and these complaints 
resulted In the boys being forbidden 
to swim in the lake. 

Youths of the south side of the city 
have long desired a bath house on 
the shore of the lake. When the wat- 
ers were recently declared a "great 
pond" by the supreme court Interest 
In the matter was revived. A petition 
started by Irving C. Paul, a prominent 
member of the Improvement associa- 
tion, resulted In Mayor Hutchinson 
taking up the matter a few weeks ago. 

The bath house is a frame building, 
12 by 24 feet, containing booths and 
other conveniences for the bathers 
other conveniences for the bathers. It 
will be open from 10 a. m. to I p. m. and 
from 2 to 7 p. ni. on weeks deys. An at 
endant William Norton will be on hand 
during these hours to see that the bath- 
rs thoroughly enjoy themselves and do 
thoroughly enjoy themselves and do 
not cause annoyance to residents of 
the vicinity. 

The bath house will be under direct 
supervision of the health department 
This is the second free balh house 
erected by the city on the "south 
side,” the first one having been built 
eight years ago on the bank of the 
Charles river In the Hemlock Gorge 
reservation at Newton Upper Falla. 
This bath house was erected largely 
through effort of a citizen’s commit 
tee. who toalc charge of its manage 
nient the first season. 

The new Newton Centre balh house 
will be paid for out of funds of the 
mayor’s department. Previous to the 
opening George H. Elder, buildings 
commissioner.

Ill east TeiinGS9t>e much dlfficalty 
wascxpcrlencwl by reason of the rough 
roads, and there were frequent mis- 
haps, iuf»tly from the wngous over- I 
turning.

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MUNICIPAL WHEELS 

How the Affairs of the City are 
Run at City Hall 

The Assessment of Taxes and Fixing of the 
Tax Rate 


TIk' recent announcement of on In* 
creole of iJl.SO In the inx rote, mak- 
ing a total of per $ 10 D 0 . the 

highest rote ever known in the city 
of Newton, nuturnlly drow.-j attention 
to the nssessing deportment. 

('barged with the Important duty 
of determining jnst how much each 
resident and property owner shall pay 
Into the city treasury as his or her 
proportion of the cost of running the 
city, it might be supposed that Its 
work would be the best known of all 
the departments of the city. But this 
is not the case. Property owner.'*, of 
course, learn the result of the assess- 
or's work when they receive their tax 
bills, but the detail preceding that re- 
sult is rarely understood. 

The department is now In charge of 
five principal assessors, appointed for 
terms of tiiree years each, but the 
end of the present year will see this 
number reduced to three assessors ap- 
pointed for three years each. Two of 
the principal assessors, the chairman 
and clerk, give ail their time to the 
work of the city, while the other three 
renders tich service as may be re- 
quired. They are assisted by 15 as* 
sistant assessors, appointed annually 
by the mayor, and paid on a per diem 
basis for work performed. 

The office work requires the services 
of a stenographer, two permanent 
clerks and, during the stimmer 
months, of some eight or ten tempor- 
ary clerks. 

■\Vhlle the taxable year begins Jlay 


lnr.«. Init the exact Itnowledge ob- 
tained. has paid for the outlay many 
time.** over, in actual cash received in 
luxes. This came about when the 
former lax tueihods of guessing what 
this or that lot measured, and more 
often, estiniallng under the actual 
area. 

But tile real hard work of the prin- 
cipal assessors comes in making as- 
sessmenis for Ininnglble peronai prop- 
erty. Information and hints of what this 
or that man owns In stocks and bonds 
come in many and devious ways to the 
assessors, and the trttly honest man 
lias an annual opportunity each year 
before .June 15 lo make a sworn state- 
ment as to his taxable property. It 
Is nevertheless true that many, who 
are even called good citizens, prefer 
to let the assessors "(loom" them on 
this assessment, rather than make a 
statement. The doomage law under 
which the assessors act is stringent 
enough, and a person who objects to 
the amount of personal property fixed 
by the assessors can come before 
them and swear off the amount, under 
such onerous conditions that it Is sel- 
dom done. 

AVIth the valuations of both real and 
personal property determined, the as- 
sessors are then ready to declare the 
rate of taxation. 

The city clerk certifies each year 
the amount of money appropriated by 
the board of aldermen. The county 
treasurer sends in a staiement of the 
amount needed tor the county tax, and

first much preliminary work must be 
done during the winter and spring, 
lo prepare for that event. 

On that day each assistant assess- 
or begins a systematic canvass of the 
district assigned to him, and visiting 
each house, makes careful note of all 
Ifae following facts; the name. age. oc- 
cupation. and residence of every male 
over 20 years of age and his residence 
on May 1st of the previous year. The 
number of bor^e . cows, dogs, and 
the value of any langlble personal 
property, f ,:li a.-* v»oij. eliold furnlsli- 
ings above ikf amount of or 

car.'-iages, amonioblles. etc., and In 
case.'! of storekeepers, o the value of 
their sio*’!’ in trade. 

This ork takes fior.i tv'^ to four 
week.s uv:etullng oti the . .,,e of the 
district, and theii tite street book, as ' 
it Is called Is taken to City Hall. Here 
(he assistant with one of the clerks, 
compares the Information with that 
obtained the previous year, and the 
facts regarding each male Is trans- 
ferred to a card, that of the preceding 
year, with proper corrections, being 
u.sed whenever possible. These cards, 
arranged by streets and numbers, un- 
der each precinct, are the basis from 
which the uiinuul list of assessed polls 
is printed for the benefit of the regis- 
trars of voters. 

In the lueaiiiime the principal as- 
sessors are busily engaged in deterin - 1 
ining the value of each piece of real \ 
estate, and In chasing up clews to the 
gwuersliip of intangible personal 
prop4;rty. which many residents deem 
it a pun of iiunur vo hide from gen- 
eral view. 

While the assessors are supposed to 
give personal attention eucl* vear to 
each piece of real estate by far tlie 
larger portion of the assessment is 
made at (.’ity Hall, vlslis being made 
to such localities where by Import | 
ant improvements, or otherwise, a re-i 
adjusiinent of values seems desirable. I 

The entire city is planited and plot- < 
ted on what is known as the "block 
system." This means that every part I 
of the city has been surveyed by the 
city engineers' department and the 
metes and bounds of every parcel of 
land is recosded at City Hall. This 
system cost many thousands of dob 


! the state treasurer certifies to the 
state tax and to the various amounts 
I needed for metropolitan sewers, parks, 
highways, etc. From this gross sum, 
the estimated Income of the city is de- 
ducted. together with the available 
I cash balance in the city treasury. 

I Tlie net result is the actual amount 
'to be raised on the valuation of the 
I city as shown on the valuation book. 
It is then a small matter to determine 
liow many dollars on each $1,000 or 
I valuation, ate necessary In order to 
j raise the amount required for the 
I city's expenses. 

' T’pon tlie declaration of the rate, 
Itlie clerks extend the valuation book 
I by wiiiiiig in the individual sums to 
be paid by each tax payer, and copy 
the whole thing into a set of books 
for the use of the collector. This copy 
is also compared, as well as the tax 
bills which are made out by the same 
clerks. Each account in the valua- 
tion nook, collectors book and on the 
lax bill bears tlie same number, and 
some idea of tlie aiiiomii of work in- 
volved may be gleaned from the fact 
iliat there were 2.‘lPiiO of these ac- 
eouiiis in inu7. 

A poll tax is also entered eleven 
different times, and six different sets 
books, most of which number 15 each, 
are wrliteti during the season’s work. 

The valuation and collectors books 
j also include such extraneous assess- 
nient items as sewer apportiotitnents 
and interest, sewer house connection 
apportionments and interest, and mis- 
cellaneous sidewalk, street watering 
and betterment charges. Copies of 
the valuation books are also required 
every iliird year to be filed at the 
state house. 

Lists of all males between the ages 
uf 18 atid 44 years inclusive, liable fur 
military duty of owners of dogs, of 
every person assessed for a pull tax 
including women wtio desire to vute 
are alsu prepared and filed witli the' 
I city clerk. 

I At the close of tiie season tlie cards 
lieretofure referred to, are arranged 
ulpliabetlcully by the entire city and 
copied into a book, which is of great 
i assistance In locating taxpayers whose 
particular ward or preciuci is un- 
kaowu. 


The ti.-»!»e8»ors have iirrnngemenls 
wliereby an abstract of every deed or 
mortgage affecting Newioti real es 
late recorded at the I'kiet I'niubrldge 
Registry 1? sent to tliom. and similar 
abstracts are made of every will or 
administration filed at ilie Probate 
office. 

, One of the large sources of roveiino 
of tlie city is tlie tax on Massncliusetis 
corporations received by the state 
from the individual corporations ami 
paid to ilie.'Jt' cities and towns whore 
tile respective stockholders reside. 
Tills apportionment is based on the 
[addresses of tlie stocUliolders as re- 
turned by the corporatloti. and as many 
:of our Newton residents give their of- 
I lice or Boston address in such cases, a 
large amount of revenue would I>e 
I lost if our assessors did not keep a 
, careful eye on the work. Opportunity 
is given for a few days each year to 
niaice a claim for this tax and it re- 
, (juires a wide knowledge of tlie name* 
of our citizens and careful search 
among many ihousaiids of names to 
glcjin out ii.o v.enltli of New'toii resi- 
dents from the chaff of the whole 
C'onimoinvealth. But tlie work pays 
and the salaries of our assessors are 
oftentimes saved in this piece of work 
alone. Newton residents can aid ma- 
terially In this work, however, by ask- 
ing tlie officers of Massachusetts Cor- 
porations in which they are stock- 
holders to report their residence as 
Newton Instead of Boston. No addi- 
tional assessment will be caused 
I thereby as the entire tax is paid by 
I the corporation, and the address sim- 
I ply helps the city in the distribution, 
j The fall of the year brings the ard- 
.uous work of hearing complaints as to 
over assessments and the granting of 
abatements, wliere a good case Is 
made out. It is gratifying to note that 
the number of complaints is consid- 
erably less than in former years, and 
the regular business session of the as 
sessors are sufficient for this purpose. 

Ill a department such as this, it is 
exceedingly difficult to give an ade- 
quate account of work which depends 
so much on Individual Judgment and 
discrimination. The machinery can 
be outlined but the vital part of It, 
that which gives it value, cannot be 
traced in black and \whlte. 

I trust this account may indicate In 
some slight degree, the methods of 
work, and that the coming tax bills 
will give the results of tlfai work In ns 
satisfactory amount as the financial 
conditions of 190S will warrant. 

GYPSIES CAUSED TROUBLE 

Charged with stealing $111 from 
Charles Thompson of Newton Centre 
while one of their number was telling 
his fortune five women of a band of 
Gypsies wlio passed tbrougli this city 
Saturday afieriiooii on an overluml 
trip from Chicago to Framingham 
were taken into custody. 

The Gypsies travelled in about d 
dozen caravans. There were 25 per- 
sons in the baud, about half of whom 
were women and girls. They cai- 
lied 22 horses when they reacliefl 
Newton, and had made a living '?inC'' 
leaving Chicago some months ago b\* 
trading horses and telling fortunes. 

The band first came into this city 
Friday night, but as trouble had fre 
Qiieiuly resulted from Gypsy camps in 
this city ill the past the police rail 
loaded tliem out of town. One of tlte 
women had given birth to a baby in 
one of the caravans thn previous 
night. 

The procession travorsed some of 
the neighboring towns after being or- 
dered to leave this city, but llio fol- 
lowing noon swung back Into the 
Chestiim Hill section. As the band 
passed through Commonwealth ave- 
nue and swung Into Beacon street it 
attracted great attention, being easllv 
four times as large as any Gypsy pro- 
cession tliat had visited this city ilt 
recent years. 

When the Gypsies reached Newton 
Centre they began plying their voca- 
tion of fortune telling. A number of 
the women went lo Bray block, where 
one of them read Charles Thompson’s 
hand, telling him among other things 
that a great "surpiise” was in store. 

Mr. Thompson was wondering what 
the surpiise would be when ho dis- 
covered tliat a pocketbook conlniiilng 
$111 whicii liad been in his truusera 
pocket a few minutes previously was 
missing. The police weie summoned, 
and Chief Mitchell, liispecioi* G'linl- 
loran and Patrolman Burileli arrested 
fiv^ of tlie women fortune tellers. 

The women taken Into custody gave 
their names as Annie Muggi. 15, who 
said slie was liorn In Clilcugu; Mary 
Suggi, '22: Uosle Nlcliolus, 18; Susie 
Huggi. 22. and Maria Carabula. 17. all 
of whom were UAtives of Brazil. 

While the remaining members of 
tlie bund camped tliat night ut Thonip- 
soiiville tlie prisoners, eacii of wliom 
hud a child, spread out their biilllunt- 
ly colored garments and blankets at 
police heudquuiiers and spent the 
Rilght ill peaceful slumber 

After they hud been found guilty of 
larceny of $111 and hud been sen- 
tenced to tliree moiiihs apiece In the 
house of corrooiloii four of the Gypsy | 
women returned the missing money > 
and the court revoked the senteiice 
which bud been Imposed a few hours 
previously aud fined the fortune tel- 


lers $IR each. They paid tlie fines al- 
so. 

Mr. Thompson testined .Monday that 
these women picked bis pocket of a 
$100. a $10 and $1 bill. He had the 
lillls in a pockeiliook in a pocket in 
Ills trousers. Tliere were $27C in (he 
porkeHiool; and ihe edges of tlie bills 
could lie seen, he said, When he 
missed the money, ha .said, he caught 
one of tlie women and cliarged her 
witli Bfeniing It. whoreuiion she linnd- 
(>d over a ?10 and n $l bill. 

.Indgo Kennedy in finding (ho four 
women guilty In the morning session 
.'jaid that If the $100 was returned It 
might make a difference in the sen- 
loiice. Half an lionr later It was 
staled to the court tliat counsel for 
the Gypsies was unalile to settle the 
irouiile. The court Imposed senlence.s 
of throe months apiece. 

In Ihe afternoon the band of Gyp- 
sies filed Into the court room and one 
: of iliem stated that they wanted to re- 
turn the missing $100. A horse trade 
1 was arranged between them and Vol- 
ley Stanley, of nnotlier camp, in which 
Stanley paid $100 for a horse and thus 
the defendants secured sufficient 
money to restore 31r. Thompson’s 
missing futftls. Judge Kennedy then 
revoked his previous sentence and 
fined each fortune teller $15. Another 
trade was then arranged with Stanley 
by wliich he took over a caravan and 
paid $60. The Gypsies paid the fines 
with this money. The case of Annie 
Maggi, ihe 15-year old girl who was 
also charged with larceny, was heard 
in a juvenile session in the afternoon. 
Her case was placed on file. 

It having been alleged that the In- 
fant was slowly starving an officer of 
the Massachusetts Society for the Pre- 
I venlion of cruelty to Children Mon- 
' day afternoon visited the camp Ln 
Thonipsonvllle and took away a few 
I months old baby. The child 'was 
' taken to Boston and will be cared for 
by the society. It Is stated that the 
. infant had been neglected to such an 
extent that it Is feared It will not sur- 
vive. 

Another band of Gypsies was or- 
I dered out of the city twice Monday 
'night after having struck camp each 
' time. The band consisted of about 
I 40 persons, w’ho travelled in 20 wag- 
ons. Moat of the wagons were drawn 
' by three horses. They first struck 
, camp near the city stone crusher at 
Newton Upper Falls about 8 o’clock. 
After being ordered off this land they 
went to Parker and Boylston streets 
in the Oak hill district, where they 
again started lo make camp. From 
here the police railroaded them out 
of the city. The procession went up 
Boylston street into Wellesley. Short- 
ly before midnight they attempted to 
go into camp la Wellesley, but the 
police there ordered them on and they 
look up the trail toward Natick.

If tho burning 
articles are at once splashed and 
sprayed with a solution of suit and 
nitrate of ammonia an Incombustible 
coating Is formed.'* This Is a prepara- 
tion Yvhlcb can be made at home at a 
trlAiug cost and should he kept on 
band. Dissolve twenty pounds of com- 
mon salt and ten pounds of nitrate of 
ammonia lu seven gallons of water. 
Pour this Into quart bottles of thin 
glass and Arc greuudes are at hand 
ready for use. These bottles must be 
tightly corked ami sealed to prevent 
evaporation, and in case of Arc they 
must be thrown near tho tiumes, so as 
to UruuU and liberate the gas con- 
tained. At least two dozen of these 
bottles should be ready for an emer- 
gency. 

In this coonectloD It Is w'ell to re- 
member that water ou burning oil scat- 
ters the flames, but that flour will ex- 
tinguish It. Salt thrown upon a Are 
if the chimney is burning w’lll help to 
^ deaden the blaze. If a lire once gets 
! under headway and prompt exit be- 
comes a necessity, a silk handkerchief 
dipped lu w’uter and wrapped about 
the month and nostrils will pvcvcuC 
suffocation from smoke; fulling this, a 
piece of Yvet flannel will answer. 

Should smoke All the room, recall 
your physics— remember that smoko 
goes first to the tup of the room and 
lust to the floor. Wrap a blanket or 
woolen garsneut about you, with the 
wet cloth over your face, drop ou yom* 
hands and knees nnd crawl to the win- 
dow. Bear in mind that there is no 
more danger in getting <lown from a 
three story window than from the first 
floor if you keep a (inn hold of the 
roiie or ladder. Do not slide, but go 
bund over hand.— New Vork Tribune.

CLEANING A CLOCK. 


It It Not Vsry Difficult, According to 
Theso Directions. 

It Is very simple to clean a clock, 
which may sound rather absurd. For 
an amateur It is not always necessary 
to take the cloc'k to pieces. With a 
little care and patience nml using soniv 
benzine, a clean white rag. a sable 
bniHb and some oil u clock cun !»•• 
donned and put in first class running 
order. Tbe benzine Hhould be clean 
and free from oil. Yon can test ben- 
zine by putting a little ou tbe back of 
the band. If It Is good. It will dry off, 
leaving the band quite clesm. but If 
any grease remains on the hand 11 is 
uot fit to use. 

Tbc oil Rbould bo of tbe very best 
that can be procured. Vegetable oils 
should never bo used. Clock oil can l>e 
procured from your druggist or Jeweler. 

All loose dirt should t>c removed from 
the works by blowing with ItcIIows or 
a fan or dusting with n dry brush. In 
the latter case great care sliould l>e ex- 
ercised not to Injure any of tbe parts. 
Dip the brush In tho benzine nnd clean 
the spindles nnd spindle holes and the 
teeth of the escapement wheel. Aft*-r 
washing a part wipe tbe brush on the 
mg and rinse In the benzine. Thl» 
should be repeated frequently until no 
more dirt is seen. 

When the clock has dried oil the spin- 
dle Iioles carefully. This may l>e done 
with .a toothpick or a sliver of wood 
cut to n fine point. Oil the tooth of the 
escapement wheel .slightly, using a fine 
brush.— Popular Mechanics. 


LOWESTOFT CHINA. 

Story of a Factory Whose Products 
Are New Highly Prized. 

.Vt tho end of the -Vorili panidc. I 
Lowestoft, b tbe Warren House, a 
place of great interest to counuisseurs 
of china. It was here. In the eight- [ 
eenth century, that u discovery ol 
fine clay was made which eventually 
led to Lowestoft manufacturing the’ 
China which is now so rare that it Is 
olmost priceless. 

Initial exiieriments made by llcwliu 
Luson, Esq., of Gunton Park, near 
Lowestoft, with some fine clay discov- 
ered accidentally on his estate result- 
ed lu comidcte success and uUlinatcly 
led to the openlug of a f.ictory at 
Lowestoft lu 17r*d for the manufacture 
of fine earthenware nnd porcelain “soft 
paste.” 

lu 1775 a fiuely glazed and ilecoratcd 
"bord paste” was Introduced, tbe ef- 
ficiency and beauty of wlitcl) hero 
keniM a brilliant success for the pt\v 
prletors. Contemporary evidence In- 
dDputably shows that from 1770 to 
1S‘>» the Lowestoft wiYrks wero nl the 
zenith of tliclr fame. Owing, however, 
to tho enormous expenses nml dltflcul- 
ty Itieurred lo procuring china clay 
from Corjiwall and elsewhere (after 
the original clay was exhau.stetl) and 
tbe rapidly Increasing competlllOD of 
other makers its prosperity waned, the 
collapse came, and the works wore 
closed in ISCG.-LonUon Globe. 


Clerical Clothei In New York. 

“Today I enoounteroU n whim of 
New York tailors that astonished me.” 
said a western clergytuan. “I ordered 
a suit of clothes from a mau who re- 
fused to work for me. 

“ ’What's tbe reason you folks are 
passing me aloug to another tailor?”

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While the readers of the GRAPHIC 
h.ave been freqnenty warned during the 
past few months to expect an In* | 
creased tax rate, yei the actual fig* 
ure..?. the highest in the history ot the 
city, are sufficiently alarming to justi- 
fy more than a passing Interest in the 
reasons for tite Increase. | 

A careful analysis shows that It Is j 
the city appropriations which are | 
largely responsible for the Increase, j 
the city tax being $13.90 of the total 
a.s against $13.33 last year. The state 
tax Is charged with an Increase of $.44 
or from $1.19 In 1907 to $1.63 this 
year. There Is a slight reduction In 
the county tax and a more substantial 
reduction in the various metropolitan 
and grade crossing assessments. 

In common with other munlclpall* 
ties, the largely increased state tax 
adds considerable to our burden ot 
taxation, and the causes for this must 
be learned from our representatives 
at the State House. 

The larger portion of the increase, 
however, can be charged directly to 
our city administration, and more par- 
ticularly to the city government of 
1907. as there has been no increase In 
the city budget since Jan. 1. 1908. 
The net Increase In the annual appro- 
priations over the tax levy of 1907 Is 
about $72,000. and Is coupled with a 
loss In treasury balances of over $30,- 
000 for the same period, making a 
heavy addition to the present tax levy. 

A careful comparison of the ex- 
penses of 1907 and the appropriations 
for 1908 shows that the school depart- 
ment with something over |3o,000 in- 
crease Is chiefly responsible, aliho in 
all fairness it must be said that 17000 | 
of this figure la for furnishing the tw^ 
school buildings just completed. An 
increase In the Interest and aerial 
bond payments of $13,000 Is also 
caused by the same school houses. 
The change in the system of coUeciiug 
ashes and rubbish from a contractor 
to the street department, adds over 
$6500 to the levy, and while It is dif- 
ficult to say exactly what the eight 
hour law’ is costing the city, as the 
natural result would be a less amount 
of work rather than Increased appro- 
priations. It Is probable that at least 
$10,000 was added to this year's bud- 
get on this account. Another large 
Item was the increase In the appro- 
priation for new drains from $16,500 
to $24,700 to provide for the work of 
improving Laundry brook. We believe 
this entire Item should be eliminated 
from the annual tax levy and provided 
for by serial bonds. The work Is just 
as permanent as sewer const rticiion 
which Is paid for by serial bonds, and 
we fall .TO see why the tax payers of 
any one year should pay the entire 
co.si of pertnanent work. 

in view of these facts and the 
alarming increase in our school ap- 
propriations. would it not be well to 
adopt 'he Cambridge plan and limit 
school expenditures to an aniouiu not 
to exceed $5.00 on a $1000 valuation. 
On our present valuation this figure 
would yield the school deparimeul 
ample funds to conduct the schools, 
and at the same time fix a limit for 
the future. In this connection It Is 
well to add that next year will see a 
large Increase in the Interest and ser- 
ial bond account for the new Techni- 
cal High school, as well as an un- 
known amount for running that school 
when It Is opened In September 1909. 

Wc have no doubt that our city 
fathers will heed (he lesson which 
the new tax rate will teach, when the 
tax payers receive their bills and fully 
realize what It means to their pocket- 
books. The situation Is serious. In- 
deed, as the city of Newton, needs 
more than anything else, to welcome 
the desirable resldeiK. and u top notch 
tax rate Is not the most attractive 
greeting to wealthy men.

The revised voting list figures were 
announced several days ago. showing 
a loss of 3$6 names from the Inst pre- 
vious revision. There were 6423 
names registered March 31. From this 
number there have been 31 lost by 
death. 308 lost by transfer and 355 
have not been assessed, making a 
gross loss of 594. There has, however, 
been a gain by transfer of 208 names, 
making the net loss 3S6. The total 
registration now stands 6037. 

A cablegram was received from 
Mayor Hutchinson .Monday afternoon 
announcing his safe arrival In Eur- 
ope. He will meet his son and they 
will return upon the same steamer up- 
on which the mayor sailed. The cable- 
gram stated that they will begin the 
return voyage tomorrow.

Street Commissioner Ross Is mak- 
ing preparations this week for some 
Interesting experiments the United 
Good Roads Department is to make on 
Cabot street Newton. About 500 feet 
of this street is to be treated In two 
different ways for surfacing and the 
result win be more than of local In- 
terest. 

Street Commissioner Ross has been 
Invited to prepare a paper on the Care 
and Treatment of Macadam Roads, to 
be read at the coming International 
Good Roads Convention at Paris, 
France, next October. 

City Engineer Farnham returns 
Monday from a vacation at Province- 
town, Mass. 

M'ork was begun this week on the 
extension of the water works supply 
conduit, for which $25,000 has been 
appropriated. The work consists of 
ail open trench, shealhed with lumber, 
about eight feet in width and from 
15 to IS feet in depth. It is expected 
to extend 1700 feet from Kenrlck's 
bridge, on the .Needham side of the 
river.

MRS. SHAPLEY RESIGNS 

That the American Peace Society 
is not “conducted on business princi- 
ples” is the assertion of Mrs. George 
H. Shapley of Xewionville, who has 
sent In her resignation. 

The following is a copy of 5^-8. 
Shapley's letter, sent by special deliv- 
ery yesterday to Ihe society headquar- 
ters: 

S 

“Newtonvllle. Aug. 12, 3 908. 
"American Peace Society, Boston, 

Mass.: 

“In the lost two years of my con- 
nection aas a member ot the Peace 
{Society and from observance of Its 
management and expeditures of money 
collected from members of otlier 
sources. U appears that a majority of 
these sums of moneys are used for the 
support, by means of extraordinary 
salaries, of Its secretary afffl whomso- 
ever he wishes to place in office, pref- 
erance having been given his daughter 
and his allies. 

“It is true that annual dues are only 
$2 for each member, but these small 
units piled up into thousands suffice 
for the above mentioned official with 
his family and allies lo make yearly 
trips to Europe and then be dined and 
wined at the expense of those mem- 
bers who cannot or do not care to 
look Into the true workings of the 
American Peace Society. 

“Believing that niy small contribu- 
tion can do real good somewhere else, 

J herewith request that my name shall 
be forthwith stricken from the mem- 
bership list. Respectfully yours, 

“MRS. GEORGE H. SHAPLEY.” 

It Ik said that other members have 
aiiiiouuced iiitoutlon of withdrawing. 

The Rev. Benjamin F. Trueblood of 
Newton Highlands is the secretary of 
the organization. 

Dr. Trueblood is quoted as answer- 
ing .Mrs. Shapley’s letter as fol- 
lows: — 

“As to the ututenieiits made in Mrs. 
George H. Shapley's letter published 
in the Boston Post this (Thursday) 
morning, all I have to say Is that the 
(to her) 'extraordinary' salary which 
I receive is $3000 i»er year; that my 
daughter, w*ho was the office secretary 
of the society up to a year and a half 
ago. never received more than fifty 
dollars a month; that neither of my 
daughters ever went to Europe on the 
fiinUs of the Society; that the paid 
olliciulu of the Society, with the ex- 
ception of the sttMiographer, are all 
elected by the board of directors, con- 
sisting of twenty well-known Boston 
pedble (of which Robert Treat Paine 
is (he president), who fix all salaries; 
(hat the executive committee deter- 
mines how oil moneys shall be ex- 
pended. The books of the Society are ' 
open to Inspection by any who care to 
luok into the 'true workings of the 
American Peace Society.'”

We need discussion and criticism to 
awaken a public Interest in the best 
and wisest way of suppressing these 
pests. 

No one supposes for a moment that 
It can be done without some expense 
to the city and tax payer. 

But when you said that the “city 
authorities are hard at work on the 
problem “the question at once comes 
up where are they and In what way 
are they working? Has anyone In 
this part of the city, till today (August 
4th) seen any signs of extra diligence 
In abating them? 

Of course It costs something to 
carry on this work which is of vital 
Importance to the safety of our trees, 
the pride and ornaments of our city. 

Now If work of such a necessarf 
character is to be done and at great 
expense why not retrench in some 
other directions, only do what Is 'ab- 
solutely necessary for a time. 

Take Farlow Park for example. 
The elm trees there are In many cases 
in a very dangerous condition, strip- 
ped of their leaves and if something 
Is not done early next sprlog they 
will probably die. The spraying was ' 
done loo late this year and not done 
well. Many of the other trees and 
the walk around It are quite crowded 
with gypsy moths and their eggs. In 
the face of this state of things for 
which you say there is no state law 
applicable e.xcept for brown tall and 
gypsy moths, you speak In another 
column of the Intprovements of Far- 
low Park In the way of new seats snd 
drinking fountain, but not of the foun- 
tain that is playing all the time pt''* 
and day. 

One cannot but ask why the money 
that these improvements cost could 
not have been better spent In saving 
the trees. By what authority were 
these Improvements made? 

Why was It necessary to print and 
distribute the hand bills with the head- 
ing Gypsy Moths — What lo do Now — 
and for the city to do nothing for one 
month! 

If the caretakers of private estates 
— men of the same ability and educa- 
tion as tliose working for the city are 
to be urged and trusted to care for 
private grounds why cannot the city 
laborers be put to work to abate these 
nuisances. 

It does seem as if, till today, no one 
cared to do anything to save our trees, 
to make our public grounds a charm. 

A few extra seats, a new drinking 
fountain, and fountain playing all the 
time, night and day and a rain and 
snow guuge with Its audacious iron 
fence, are but poor substitutes for 
the beauty of tre^s and their protec- 
tion shade. 

Let us have no more of our Inabil- 
ity for want of money to care for our 
trees whem we see such lavish expen- 
diture all about lu Farlow Park and- 
on our streets. 

We are no poorer than Watertown or 
Waltham or Weston or Brookline. 
They have been able to spray their 
elms and save them. 

We cannot, but we can point with 
pride to new seats, a drinking foun- 
tain and one playing night and day 
on Farlow Park and with elms almost 
leafless.

SMALL RIO T IN WE ST NEWTON 

Italian Families in Bitter Feud Use 
Dangerous Weapons 


Trouble which has been brewing for 
sometime between ttvo Italian fami- 
lies in West Newton culminated early 
last Friday morning In the "shooting 
up" of a dwelling in Pine street, and 
as a result a woman and a boy were 
wounded by gim shots, a man was 
cut across the head Avtih an ax, two 
men were arrested on the charge of 
assault with intent to kill and a third 
man was locked up on a charge of as- 
sault with a dangerous weapon. The 
dwelling was riddled with bullets. 
Residents ihrotighout the vicinity were 
thrown into a panic. 

The shooting occurred in and about 
the house of Dominlco Caponi at 96 
Pine street. His wife, Mrs. NicoUna 
Caponl, was taken to the Newton hos- 
pital with serious wounds from gun 
shots in her left shoulder and the 
fleshy part of her left arm. Her 6- 
year old son. Frank, went to the hos- 
pital with gun shots in the leg. 

PasQuale I’nibrelo, 36. living at 133 
Pine street, had a had cm across the 
head, which he said was inflicted with 
an ax. With Tony Umbrelo, 40. who 
also lives at 133 Pine street. Pasqiiale 
was arrested on a charge of assault 
with iiueni to kill. Dominico Caponl. 
38. whose tvlfe and child were shot, 
was himself locked up on the charge 
of assault on the I’mbrelos with a 
dangerous weapon. 

The shooting occurred shortly be- 
fore Ti o’clock, when many persons 
living within a radius of half a mile 
were awakened and became alarmed. 
A number of them telephoned to po- 


lice headquarters that yeggmen were 
"shooting up" Pine street. 

Several patrolmen who were patrol- 
iiig iheir routes some distance away 
heard the shots and ran to the scene 
in time to roundup all the alleged par- 
ticipants. It is believed the prompt 
arrival of the police was the only 
thing that saved at least several of 
the participants from being shot dead, 
for upward of half a hundred shot gun 
and revolver charges were fired. 

There had been trouble between the 
families for a long time. Only the 
previous afternoon one of the Urn- 
brelos applied for a warrant for Ca- 
pon! on a complaint which was con- 
sidered trivial after being Investigated 
land the warrant was refused. 

According to the story told by the 
residents of the neighborhood Pas- 
qiiale and Tony I'lnbrelo met Caponl 
on Pine street early Friday morning 
and asserted that Caponl’s boy had 
milked the Vnibrelos’ cow without 
their permission. 

The fight was on in a twinkling. 
Caponl, it is asserted, swung an ax 
over the heads of his neighbors, hit- 
ting Pasqiiale a clip acros.s the skull 
that laid the flesh open for several in- 
ches. Yelling at the top of his voice 
that he had been killed. Pasqiiale ran 
half a mile toward police headquart- 
ers on Washington street. Twieut. Har- 
rison found him with blood streaming 
over his clothes. He was taken into 
police headquarters and a doctor sum- 
moned. It was alleged that he hao 
shot at members of the Caponl family

on n charge of assault with iutent to 
kill. 

Tony, flic police allege, hurried to 
his home and procured a shot gun, 
tailing along a pocket Till of extra 
shells. Returning to Caponl’s yard 
the (wo men etigaged in n nninlng 
fight, (’aponi finally retreated Into 
the dwelling. 

Cnponi’s wife. NIcolina. It Is alleged, 
seized a revolver and going to a bed 
room windw opened fire npon Tony, 
keeping up operations until she fell 
wUh a charge of shot in her shoulder 
and another In her arm. Peering out 
of the window, having been awakened 
from his slumbers, her 6-yenr old son, 
Frank, was shot through theleg. 

Chief Mitchell hurried up from his 
home ill Newtonville in time to see 
the finish of the fight, which was eas- 
ily the most sensational known In this 
city in recent years. Police Capt. 
Ryan was awaked at his home at 29 
Auburndale avenue and hnrrled to the 
scene. In (he meantime Patrolmen 
Monaghan, Ryan, Condrln, Dalton and 
Seaver had reached the place In lime 
to stop the fight. 

Tony Umbrelo was taken into cus- 
tody by Capt. Ryan and Patrolmen 
Ryan and Condrin. while Capt. Ryan 
and Patrolman Monaghan arrested 
Caponl. 

The I'L^-story frame dwelling occu- 
pied by the Caponl family appeared as 
though it had been riddled by the 
huUets of a regiment. The windows 
and doors were shattered. The bed- 
room window from which Mrs. Ca- 
pon! is alleged to have returned the 
fire had been penetrated by 10 
charges. There was gun shot Im- 
bedded all over the side of the biuldlng, 
and even a small building situated 
some distance from the dwelling was 
riddled. The police say It is a ivon- 
(ler that none of the many spectators 
who hurried to the place was seriously 
wounded. 

The colony of Italians living In the 
Pine-street district have long given 
the police much trouble. Caponl, who 
runs a produce wagon through this 
city and Waltham, has been before 
the police court In the past dozen 
years for various serious offences. At 
one time he was sentenced to two 
years’ Imprisonment for assault with 
a dangerous weapon upon a fellow- 
countryman in this city. 

Caponi is particularly well known 
in West Newton, e.specla!ly since a 
year ago when he put a halter about 
a cow belonging to a nelgltbor which 
he said he had found grazing in his 
corn field and led the animal to police 
headquarters, where he wanted it 
locked up for trespassing. 

The three prisoners were arraigned 
In the police court later in the day. 
Chief IMItchell requested a continu- 
ance of each case to await develop- 
ments In the condition of .Mr.s. Caponl 
and her small son. who were shot, and 
to secure a number of witnesses. 

The court room was crowded with 
many curious spectators, new.s of the 
shooting having spread throughout 
the community. C'aponi, from his seal 
in the dock, smiled continually ami 
appeared to enjoy the proceeding. 

.ludge Kennedy granted the request 
of Chief .Mitchell and held the three 
defendants in bail of .$10,000 each. 

•Monday afternoon Tony l^nibrelo 
and Dominic Caponi were held in 
$1500 apiece for the grand Jury, Judge 
Kennedy finding probable cause. Pas- 
quale Vmbrelo was discharged. 

Although still in a grave condition 
Mrs. Caponl and her son were removed 
from the hospital to court during the 
hearing, which lasted all day. Pus- 
quale Umbrelo testified that he was 
walking up Pine street with cans of 
milk when f’aponl came at him with 
an ax. Fie said he warded off two 
blows but the third one cut his head, 
Pasqiiale further asserted that he 
then ran home and procured a revol 
ver. 

Tony Umbrelo testified that he was 
in his garden when he saw Caponi as- 
sault his brother. Tony said he went 
into the house aud got a shot gun. 
Other witnesses testified to the bom- 
burdment of the Caponl dwelling. 

The Umbrelos were represented by 
Peter -Maher and Caponl was repre- 
sented by l.awyer Stark. There were 
a number of lively lilts btMween coun- 
sel, and once the court tohl them 
that it was too warm a day to b<*comc 
fX<-lte(l. .Judge Kennedy said that ('a* 
poni and Umbrelo would be obliged lo 
furnish two sureties. 

Another sensation occurred early 
Sunday when an Incendiary fire part-’ 
ly destroyed the house of Dominlco 
('aponi. 

('aponl's oldest sou. Ernosllno, aged 
14. was arrested three hours after- 
ward on a charge of arson. He freely 
admitted that he had visited the house 
a short time before the place was dls- 
(•overed in flames by .lames F. Allen 
of 75 Prairie avenue. The boy was 
put through the "thtid degree” at po- 
lice headA|uariera by Chief Mitchell 
and Inspector O’HallorKii, but he as- 
serted thai he knew nothing of the 
fire until he saw the apparatus speed- 
ing to (he place. 

With two smaller children KrnesUno 
Caponl had spent two nights in 
police heudtiuarters, where their 
father was locked up. The police say 
that about 5.30 Sunday morning Er- 


nest Ino dressed himself and loft the 
station house, saying that he was go- 
ing home to feed his father's horse. 
The animal was kept hi a stable In 
the rear of the dwelling on Pino 
street. The boy said he gave the 
horse some onts, hay and water and 
started back toward the police station. 

When John F. Allen of 75 Prnirio 
avenue arose about 6 A. M. he saw 
Ihimes Issuing from the roof. Quickly! 
throwing on a few clothes he ran to 
box 32 and turned hi an alarm. 

The apparatus from West Newton 
quickly responded, and the firemui | 
were greatly surprised lo see that Cn- 
ponl'a dwelling was In flames. They 
had a stream on the building In a few 
moments, but the flames had got a 
good start and despite the hard work 
of the firemen part of the roof was 
burned off and the lH‘Story frame 
house was gutted. 

The fire started in a closet In a room 
across the front of the second floor, 
and the firemen and police are satis- 
fied that it was of incendiary origin. 
In this room was a window with 10 
or 12 bullet holes, and the police say 
smoke on the inside of the window- 
panes showed that most of these shots 
came from the inside of (he house. 
This window was destroyed, but the 
police had a plan Afhich they made the 
day of the shooting, showing (he num- 
ber and location of the bullet holes In 
this window’ as well as In the others. 

After Ernestine had returned from 
feeding the horse, the police say, he 
came Into the building through the 
entrance commonly used to reach the 
court room on the second floor, in this 
way not being seen at once by the 
officer in the desk room. 

A short time later. It Is slated, he 
was asked to return to the house for 
.some clothing for a younger brother. 
It was with much reluctance that he 
set out for the house the second time, 
and before leaving he asked permis- 
sion to lake along his brother. The 
boys had been out of the building only 
a few minutes when the alarm of fire 
was rung in. Ernestlno w’as located 
at 9 o’clock by Patrolman J. H. Sen- 
ver. 

As a result of a hearing in a juven- 
ile session of the court Tuesday the 
boy was sent to the Lymaan school. 
.Mrs. NIcolina Caponi, her son Frank, 
and the three other Caponl children 
were sent to Tewksbury, The Caponl 
dwelling now stands an uninhabited 
wreck, every member of the family 
being in some Institution. 

The boy testified that he had been 
told by his father that the dwelling 
was Insured, but he asserted he did 
not know the amount. He said h-? 
opened the bouse first, fed the horse 
and started back to the police station 
by a short cut. The clock lu the hou.Ge 
had stopped, he said, so he could not 
fix the time. 

He said his father had (old him not 
to go upstairs. There was no powder 
ill the dwelling, he said, and all the 
kerosene had been poured into a lamp 
Thursday night. He said that it took 
him five minutes to return from the 
house, but later said it took nearer 
20 minutes. The fire alarm was 
sounding when he came into the sta- 
tion yard, he said. 

('apt, George S. Holmes, asslstaut 
chief of the tire department, testified 
that he was the first fireman lo enter 
the house. Lieut. Harrison testified 
that the boy did not return to the sta- 
tion house until 10 minutes after the 
alarm had been sounded. 

"i feel something should be done to 
restrain the boy," said Judge Ken- 
nedy. "He is now on parole from the 
Lyman school. 1 shall continue the 
case till Nov. 28 with the understand- 
ing that he shall be taken back lo the 
Lyman school. I make no finding." 

Now that Dominlco Caponl, the fa- 
ther, Is housed In the East Cambridge 
jail the members of (.he Italian colony 
in West Newton are breathing easier, 
according lo statements made by 
number of them. 


PAINTER FELL 50 FEET 

While painting one of the buildings 
at Wellesley college Henry McGIoan 
aged 24. living at 312 Centre street, 
Newton, lost his footing Saturday af* 
ternoun and fell from a staging a dis- 
lance of over 50 feet. He struck on 
a grassy bank and rolled down the 
greensward. He received a severe 
shaking up and injured his back. He 
was removed lo the Newton hospital, 
where lie was under treatiuenl for 
several days. Fellow-workmen who 
saw the tu-eident said that li was a 
narrow escape from death.

Now the Treasury Vaults at 
Washington Are Protected. 


WATCHERS DAY AND NIGHT. 


Always on Duty and Always Prepared 

to Shoot to Kill-^Never Has a Dol- 
lar Been Taken Prom Them by 

Force— One Daring Scheme. 

Not a dollar has over bron token 
from th© United States treasury by 
force. 

PorlinpH the nearest approach to loot- 
ing the vaults of lUe treasury was ihe 
time Martin Hroudfoot had his plans 
about perfected. This was back In the 
eighties, and the pluu uus to got Into 
the building by ineuiis of the great 
sewer which runs under and near the 
treasury and is known as Hie riftoonth 
street sewer niid which grows larger 
as it enters the Pototnoc about three- 
quarters of a milo from the White 
House. 

Brondfoot's plan, ns developed after 
bis arrest, was to got into the bulldiug, 
crack the safes aud place the money 
In large rubber bags uud Hoot tbeui 
down the sewer to the Potomac, where 
bis pals would he In waiting. These 
bags were found In his room when he 
was arrested, aud secret service men 
had often seen him walking along the 
shores of the Potomac near where the 
big sewer empties, 'nils sewer is 
about nine feet in diameter where it 
passes the treasury. A man could 
easily make his way up the sewer 
through a stream of water which un- 
der normal conditions is only about 
twelve inches deep. By entering the 
tunnel or sewer at the river the Jour- 
ney to the treasurj' could be made by 
keeping a sharp lookout. W’hcu the 
man or men in the sewer reached the 
Fifteenth street sewer nothing would 
separate them from the gold coin and 
bullion e.Tcept about eighteen feet of 
earth and not too secure stone wall. 
It was Broadfoot's scheme to dig his 
way through this obstruction and to 
let the earth float or wash down the 
sewer. It would not have taken one 
man more than tw'o weeks, working 
only at night, to have made an opening 
large enough for a man to crawl 
through. Of course Broadfoot knew 
the exact ]> *ntlon of the vaults, and 
when he on> reached them he would 
have bad no trouble In getting the gold 
coin and bullion. It was evldeutly his 
purpose to Oil the rubber bags with 
tbo precious stuff and float them down 
the sewer to the river, where they 
would be looked; after by his confed- 
erates. This was the only really well 
laid plot ever mode to loot the treas- 
ury, and Just why Broadfoot was 
never given a trial bus never boon 
known to the public. He was an Intel- 
Itgent man. and suspicion was flrst 
aroused against him by his frequent 
visits to the money rooms niid vnulta 
and by the questions ho asked watch- 
men nud messengers as to tbo hours 
of duty, when the time locks closed 
and what time they opened, uud nil 
such questions. That be could bove 
successfully carried out bis plans so 
far ns getting Into the building and 
the vaults are concerned there is no 
question, for men have been In the 
sewer and conduits who say that It 
would have been easy w’ork. The most 
difficult part of the Job would have 
been In getting nwny w’itb the money 
and bullion, for It would have required 
hard work to secure It and get away. 
About the only chance w'ouUI have 
been to bury it somewhere in Virginia, 
for if It had boon placed on boats it 
would have been easy to recover it. 

It Is the opinion of the secret seiTicc 
men that many celebrated cracksmen 
have from time to time contemplated 
the conversion of a few million treas- 
ury notes to their own use, but after 
careful study they have decided that 
the undertaking was too colossal iu 
character. Secretary Folger when he 
assumed bis duties was not slow In 
deciding that tbo treasury was not 
properly and safely guarded. There 
was not an electric alarm in the build- 
ing, the watcbiucn wore isolated and 
bad no facilities for colling help, ami 
the safes were of the old tlmo lock and 
key sort, scattered almost nil over the 
big building. The secretary went to 
work to bring about a proper condition 
of affairs. He bad the watch system 
completely changed nud reorganized, 
putting them under the strletcst disci- 
pline. Elaborate and extensive alarm 
systems were installed. The old safes 
were replaced by modem steel affairs 
with time locks and Intricate combluu- 
Hone. The gold uud silver vaults were 
litted with steel casings and time 
locks, different parts of the coinblnn- 
tloDB being distributed among various 
officials, so that the vaults could be 
opened only with the concerted action 
of all of them, and thea only at the 
stroke of the hour for which tbo time 
locks had bobn set. But without a per- 
fect system of watchmen to guard the 
safes the treasury could be easily rob- 
bed. for the most perfect safe over 
made la not proof against the profea- 
itonals. 

The watch force of the treasury Is 
perfectly organised, and the least In- 
fraction of rules means a layoff or dis- 
charge. The men soem to realise tbo 
heavy respunsibllltles resting upon 
them, and they are careful almost to a

Some little 
time ago n lioy died of epilepsy In a 
north W:iIeM (inrish. Tla» doctor. caUiHi 
In too late. Imiuircd If tlio deceased had 
been given any medicine. “Oh. yes,” 
was the answer. “We caught a trout, 
drowned It In new milk and gave It to 
the boy." 

Eels are supposed to possess all kinds 
of virtues. In the dark ages of medi- 
cine a powder made of colV liver was 
considered an absolute specific for doof- 
nesa aud was also employed In cases of 
ague or fever. A decoction of cels' fat 
la still used by Dutch peasants as a 
remedy for falling hair. 

But the most vnluoble part of the eel, 
according to popular superstition. Is Its 
skin. Many an old farmer wears a 
belt of eelskin as n preventive against 
rheumatism, and some believe that a 
garter made of the skin of this sonko- 
like fish worn next to the human skin 
as n preventive not only against rbeu- 
motlsm, but also against sprains or 
similar Injuries. 

Another cure for rheumatism, which 
finds favor with salt water flsbermen. 
is a red herring. The herring being the 
most plentiful of all the 'sea fish, a 
number of superstitions have attached 
themselves to It. For luck through the 
ensuing year one must be sure to cat 
a herring on New Year’s day. 

Fishermen believe that each sboal Is 
beaded by a king herring, which Is 
more than double as lorge as any of Us 
followers. They believe that when one 
of the "kings” comes up in the net It 
should be thrown overboard; otherwise 
the next doy’s fishing will be a failure.

THE HEADSMAN. 


He Used the Swerd and Not the Ax 
Prior to 1483. 

I am inclined to think that prior to 
1483 the sword and uot the ax was 
usually employed as the weapon for 
Judicial decapitation and that a block 
w'as dispensed w’ith, the victims receiv- 
ing their doom “meekly kneeling upon 
their knees,” and In this opinion I am 
fortified by the concurrence of nn emi- 
nent clerical historian. This learned 
writer agreed with me that the nx did 
not become the ‘'regulation” letbul im- 
plement until after the rough and ready 
“heading” of Lord Hustings ou the 
Tower green, when be was summarily 
dispatched by order of the protector, 
Gloucester. 

Id this instance, according to the 
chroniclers, the victim's nook was 
stretched upon a piece of timber then 
in use for the repair of the adjacent 
church of St. Peter ad Vincula, prob- 
ably a “putlog.” part of the scaffolding 
which, we read, "conveniently lay in 
the way.” Contemporary accounts 
seem to indicate that tho executioner 
straddled over the prone body, aud 
from ibis position I infer that the de- 
capitation wos effected by the tool 
known os an adz, tlie cutting edge of 
which Is at a right angle to and not in 
a plane with the haft 

I may add that the only contempo- 
rary reference I have come across of 
the use or proposed use of an a.x and 
block for lufiictlng capital punishment 
prior to this tragedy is in one of the 
Paston scries of letters describing the 
peril of un unfortunate captive of Jack 
Cade's rebels (A. D. 1450), a generation 
before Lord Hastings was so clumsily 
hacked to death.— Loudon Notes and 
Queries. 

The Hair. 

A single hair, which can support n 
weight of two ounches. Is so elastic 
that it may bo stretched to one-third of 
its entire length and then regain its for- 
mer size and condition. Dr. Plncus 
bus measured tho growth of hair by 
cutting off circles about one Inch In 
diameter from* the heads of healthy 
men aud so comparing the growth uf 
tho patches with tliat of the rest of the 
hair. He found that the growth rate 
generally I>eoan)e slower after cutting: 
that in some eases the hair un the 
patehos grew at the sanio rate as the 
rest, lint that it never grew any faster. 

The ordinary length of the hair ou 
the heinl ranges lietween twenty-two 
lin-hes and ahmit forty-five inches, the 
hitler i>olng considered unusually long.

I bad om* 
chance In DOO of being killed, or oue in 
twonty-flve of getting right xvbt*ro 1 
am Doxv, but a laissenger on the train 
had oue chiiuee lu about 3.000,000 of 
being killed and oue lu 130.000 of 
being hurt. 

“1 see that a lot of people xverc killed 
and u xvbole lot more hurt. I don’t 
want to be a grumbler, but It appears 
to mo that you felloxvs have kinder 
overlooked the fact that both of iny 
logs are gone. Of course that might 
not mean much to you, but if you 
realized, ns I do. that for the rest of 
my life it Is going to be my job to 
hobble out iTito the middle of some 
country road and xvave a xvhite flag ns 
every train goes by— If you could real-

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VACATION SCHOOL CLOSES 

iQteresting Review of Summer Work at 
NoDantum 


The vacndon school nt Xonanluni I 
concluded its sessions with an exht* 
bition of the work of its pupils on Fri- 
day. Aug. 14, after a term of six 
weeks. 

The school has been well housed 
this year in the new Stearns school 
building, and the very roomy and at- 
tractive eptarters secured a very large 
attendance and made the work of 
teachers and pupils very easy of ac- 
complishment. 

At the exhibition the work of the 
pupils in the several departments was 
on view and some of it was offered 
for sale. A very large attendance of 
parents and friends gave evidence of 
the interest which our citizens take 
in this very worthy institution. 

Among those present were Aider- 
man Frank A. Day and school com- 
mittee men. Henry E. Bothfeld and 
Abbot Bassett. 

It has been a most successful sea- 
son for the school and the teachers 
have put in a great deal of hard work 
to make it so. The sessions of three 
hours have been but a small portion 
of the time that these energetic and 
enthusiastic Instructors have devoted 
to the interest of their charges. 

Miss Lillian A. Young, the super- 
visor, has proved herself decidedly the 
right woman in the right place and it 
may safely be said that every depart- 
ment of the school has this year 
scored a success far in advance of 
that of previous years. 

The Kindergarten Department has 
been in charge of Miss Marlon Drew 
Bassett, assisted by Misses Bessie 
Hartshorne and Alice Costello. They 
have had children from three to seven 
years of age. The work has been 
more In the industrial line than in the 
regular kindergarten and the little 
people made some very pretty picture 
frames, napkin rings, twine holders 
scissor cases, card board rocking 
horses, etc. 

The aim of the whole school has 
been to educate the band. No les- 
sons nor mental tasks have been 
given save as they direct the band in 
its work. 

The Primary Department, so-called, 
enrolling children from 7 to 10 years, 
has been in charge of Miss M. Louise 
Randall, assisted by Misses Alice 
Jones and Margaret McMahon. Here 
were shown the more simple forms of 
baskets, decorated blotters, sachets, 
pill trays, scrap baskets, etc. 

In the Cooking Department pre- 
sided oved by Miss Hope Mudge, as- 
sUed by Miss Agnes Early, were girls 
from 10 to 36 years, who were taught 
lo make and bake bread, cake, pastry 
and to concoct many delicacies in the 
way of puddings, salads and ice 
cream. 

The Sewing Department was in 
charge of Miss Anna E. Costello, as- 
sisted by Misses Grace Risk and Car- 
olyn Brown. Here were children from 
7 to 16 years, who were taught to make 
articles from the simple apron to the 
more complicated dress with ribbon 
trimming. These little people made. 
In all, 76 dresses and a great many 
handkerchiefs and toilet cases. 

Miss Cora E. Bigelow, assisted by 
Miss E. A. H. B. .Jackson and Mary E. 
Jones, had children from 10 to 3 5 
years of age who were taught to 
weave, to knit and to crochet. They 
made some very seiviceable ham- 
mocks. worsted shawls, bed shoes, 
wrlsters and socks. Many of these 
were sold to the visitors. 

Mr. Matthias Hollaiuler. assisted by 
Misses .Mary Graham and Ida Foley, 
conducted the Basketry Department. 
Boys from 8 lo 16 years were at work 
weaving natural materials — willow, 
cat-o-nine tails, rushes, ])]antaln, etc,, 
which they gathered In the fields and 
streams — into work baskets, hampers, 
clothes baskets, scrap baskets, etc. 
\’«.-ry many of these were made and 
they called forth much admiration 
from the visitors at the exhibition. 
The boys cane-seated some dozen or 
more chairs sent in fiom the City de- 
i>artments. 

in the Woodworking Department, un- 
der Mr. Joslah E. 0\^euB. a group of 
boys from 10 to 15 years of age, used 
saw. plane, chisel, etc., in the making 
of book coses, writing desks, knife 
boxes, taborettes, etc. It was decldetl- 
ly Interesting to witness the spirit 
with which the boys entered upon their 
tasks and the pride with whlcli they 
bore home the fruit of their handi- 
work. 

Out-of-doors, Misses Constance Cav- 
erly, Helen Mars, ana Theresa Maley 
took the children In groups and gave 
tliem a few liints and experiences In 
basket ball, base bull and on the 
swings. 

The cleanliness of the Utile people 
was not neglected fur Mrs. Bradley, 
the presldlug genius of the shower 
baths put them la touch with warm 
water and was one of tbe busiest of 
the many busy ones lu the building. 

Dr. Spalding was giving a course of 


lectures nt the Harvard Summer 
school on School Administration, and 
one day be brought his class to the 
school and showed the members about, 
lit gave him an opportunity to talk on 
school buildings with a brand new 
building as an object lesson. There 
were teachers from Ohio, Kansas. 
Colorado and other parts of the west 
and two Chinese students in the com- 
pany. The working department re- 
galed the visitors with a light lunch. 

There were enrolled about 800 
names but In a school of this kind the 
attendance Is not as regular ns In the 
day schools. The average attendance 
was 411. which speaks well for the in- 
terest of the pupils. 

Mayor Hutchlnsou looked in upon 
the school one day. bringing with him 
the Chief of Police. Both expressed 
great satisfaction with what they saw. 

This school Is one of the best In- 
vestments that the city makes during 
the year for its returns. A very large 
dividend in substantial results. 

MRS. LOWELL RETURNS 

Expressing her disgust at the motb- 
ods used by the suffragettes who cre- 
ated a riot In Queen's hall, London, 
during the great public meeting of the 
delegates to the International Peace 
Congress recently, and declaring that 
such disgraceful tactics would not be 
tolerated In Boston, Mrs. George F. 
Lowell. of*Wnlnut street, NewtonviUe, 
arrived home ast week, Mrs. Lowell 
who is one of the best known clubwo- 
men of this city, was herself a del<^ 
gate to the convention. 

Mrs. Lowell said: "There were more 
than 8000 delegates nt this meeting In ' 
Queen's ball, which is comparable to 
our Symphony hall of Boston, besides 
thousands of outsiders. In the audi- 
ence were many suffragettes. They 
kept (lulet until Lloj’d George, M. P., 
chancellor of the exchequer, and one 
of the chief speakers of the evening, 
arose. Then the trouble began. Though 
1 was In full sympathy with the suf- 
fragist movement, I think the sui- 
fragettes were very indiscrete to come 
lo a meeting of that kind, where they 
had no place. 

"The women who caused the disturb- 
ance were not of the poorer class, but 
educated. They have adopted this 
method of interrupting speeches by 
members of the Parliament whenever 
they can gain odmlttance. In the gal- 
leries the bobbies would grab one wo- 
man and put her out and then In 
another part of the hall some other 
woman, shouting 'You had better give 
the ballot to women,' would be eject- 
ed. I was thoroughly disgusted with 
them and with their aciiona. 

"There Is a place In London called 
Earle's Court Exhibition," said Mrs. 
Lowell, "which Is something like Won- 
derland. though oil a much larger 
scale. They give women the privilege 
of having speeches there one day a 
week and let them string banners all 
over the grounds. When I visited the 
place it was covered with these motto 
streamers. Six speakers were talking 
all at once from as many platforms in 
different parts of the eticlosure. The 
people stand there by the thousandi 
to hear these haranguers." 

Mrs. Lowell talked graphically of 
the condition of the poor and unem- 
ployed in London. She went to om* 
of the meetings for those out of work 
and was astonished, most of all, at the 
physical appearance of this class. 

■ They are a pathetic sight," said 
.Mrs. Lowell. "They do not look like 
the men out of work iti our country. 
They appear brainless, hopeless, for- 
saken. The wagons of bread, bread — 
nothing but bread — lined up, and each 
man passed wretchedly along and took 
bis portion 

"1 saw more poverty, rags and de- 
generacy In Liverpool in half a day 
than I would see in Boston in a week.” 
declared Mrs. l.owell. ‘ I came lo tlie 
conclusion that Germany Is not the 
biggest enemy of England; it's whisky. 
In Anterlca, our poor have had eiliira- 
lion such as tliey liave not In England. 
The great reason for this is the ex- 
penditure of so muclt of the English 
revenue for warships and destrucilnu 
rather than for construction. That is 
why’ I stand for peace work and anf 
opposed to more battleships. Heru is 
where woman suffrage comes In with 
effective urgumeiits. Woman, the 
chief sufferer on- account of war, has 
no voice in the bpendIng of this moupy 
for armament. .No woman ever want- 
ed Mar yet, and to prevent It, Momeu 
must necessarily be suffragists.” 

MR. DREW LEAVES CHINA 

Mr. EdM’ard B. Drew, since 3 868 
commissioner in the Chinese iniporlal 
customs, has resigned that position 
and will remain in America, probably 
residing at CuntbrUlge. Mr. Dreu’ Mas 
nominated for the Chinese service in 
I860 by Dr. Peabody acting presi- 
dent of Harvard, whom Secretary Sew- 
ard hud Invited to name one graduate 


to go 10 China for that nation's new 
service of Maritime Customs, then be- 
ing organized by Mr. Hart, now Sir 
Robert Hart, inspector-general of Chi- 
nese customs. The service in ques- 
tion Is comprised of men of nil nation- 
alities, and Mr. DreM' was one of three 
American nominees — the others being 
Mr. Woodruff of Yale. Mho retired some 
[years ago, and Mr. Tnlntor of Union. 

I who died nt Shanghai in 1878. There 
were no transcontinental railroads and 
no transpacific steamers in 3 865, and 
Mr. Drew traveled to China by way 
of Liverpool, Marseilles and Egypt, 
crossing from Alexandria to Suez by 
rntlM'ay. and then going on by P. & 0. 
steamers. The Suez Canal did not 
then exist. 

In Chinn Mr. Drew has been in 
charge of customs departments at var- 
ious places — Canton, FoochoM*. on the 
Yangtse, Shanghai, Pekin, etc.; during 
the Boxer uprising of liJOO be was at 
Tientsin. Mr. Drew m'bs a member of 
China's commission at tbe Vienna 
World's Fair of 1873, and also on sim- 
ilar commissions for the Philadelphia 
Exhibition of 1876. the Berlin Fisher- 
ies and the Paris Exposition of 1900 
In 1871 he was given leave of absence 
by the Inspector general to enable 
him. nt the request of the American 
minister, to accompany the American 
Exposition to Korea as acting secre- 
tary of legation and Interpreter. In 
1896 he M'as secretary of embassy with 
the eminent Chinese embassador, LI 
Hung-Chang, on his visit to the Unit- 
ed States. 

Mr. Drew M-as a former well known 
resident of West NeM'ton and is a 
brother of Mr. Chas. A. Drew of Nom--

With prominent educators emphasiz- 
ing the value of concentration in 
school work, the constantly Increasing 
list of studies in the curriculum in our 
public schools, with a corresponding 
enlargement of running expenses, 
makes the school proDlem well worthy 
of thoughful consideration. We will 
yield to no one in advocating a high 
standard in the public schools, for 
adequate salaries to the teachers and 
all due attention to the comfort and 
health of the pupils, but the tendency 
nowadays Is to loosen the checkrelii 
in all departments of city affairs, and 
It needs a high tax rate occasionally 
to bring the tax payers to a realizing 
sense of tbe situation. 


In another column we print the 
views of Mr. HIckox of this city rela- 
tive to tbe waste of time in adding the 
words "your truly" at the close of bus- 
iness letters. Why not begin at the 
other end of the letter and abolish as 
well, the senseless phrase of "Dear 
Sir” or ‘‘Dear Madam". It Isn’t for a 
moment to be supposed that the party 
addressed is ‘‘dear" to the writer ot 
the letter, and a great saving would be 
made by cutting out these useless and 
antiquated forms of letter writing. 


MUNICIPAL WHEELS

Our system ot waler supply was the 
result of an Investigation and report 
in 1871 made by a committee consist- 
ing of J. D. Towle, Oeo. H. Jones and 
L. O. Pratt, with Mr. Edward ••/er 
as engineer. Their report favored the 
used of (he ground water in the 
Charles River valley. Nothing was 
done until 1875 when a water commis- 
sion composed of the late Hon. R. M. 
Pulslfer. Col. Francis J. Parker and 
Hon. R. R. Bishop was appointed, and 
given power to construct the works. 
This commission completed its task 
In 1877 and the management then de- 
volved upon ihe city council, the first 
Water Committee being Aldermen 
Otis Pettee, E. W. Wood and Coun- 
cllmen J. Wesley Kimball. Nathan 
Mosman and Geo. E. Pike. It is a 
singular fact that while the members 
of the committee are all deceased, all 
but one of the original water com- 
mission are still alive. In 1883 the 
water board system was inaugurated, 
consisting of three citizens at large, 
serving without pay. Edward W. Cate 
was chairman ot the first waler board, 
with Col. F. J. Parker and Francis A. 
Dewson as his associates. Among our 


estimating seven and one half gnltona 
of water to each cubic foot as Indica- 
ted upon the meter, the amount of 
consumption can be easily detennlned. 
Persons leaving a house upon which 
an advance payment has been made 
are entitled to a rebate by applying 
to the Water Commissioner. 

My readers cannot expect me to 
resist the temptation to say another 
word regarding the water rates charg- 
ed In this city. Our rate Is 35 cents 
per 1000 gallons with a minimum 
charge where meters are used of 
$10.00 a year. We have but one fix- 
ture rate, where only a faucet la used 
for which $6,00 Is charged. As I hhve 
repeatedly pointed out the department 
is now yielding a splendid profit over 
the annual coat of maintenance. In- 
cluding sinking funds. Interest and 
serial bond requirements and as the 
state law prohibits the use of water 
Income for any but waler purposes, 
the logical course Is to return to the 
water taker, the margin above actual 
cost. This can be easily done by re- 
ducing the water rates, which are 
much higher than the charge In neigh- 
boring cities and towns. The city Is 
a cooperative institution and as a mat- 
ter of right has no more reason to 
charge its citizens with an excess cost 
for water than It has fof^ schools, po-

If only the penjile who are mourning 
over the devusiation of their beautiful 
elm trees by the elm beetle could 
be made to understand that this is the 
time when the worms have pupated 
at the fool of the trees and can be kill' 
ed by pouring boiling water on them, 
an incalculable amount of good could 
be done toward destroying next year’s 
crop of iheso pests. Look closely 
mound the ground at the base of the 
tree trunk and there will be seen 
thousands of soft yellow little lumps 
lying close together or lucked away In 
the crevices of the bark. These are 
the pupae of the elm beetle awaiting 
the process of nature which shall hatch 
them out with wings to carry them up 
again Into the trees to lay eggs for 
next season's work. Do not delay In 
applying this simple preventive and 
continue li for several days. If this 
treatment would be adopted unlver- 
.sally the elm beetle destruutlun 
would be a thing of the past in a few 
years.— Boston Transcript. 


well known citizens who served on this 
board until its abolition in 1898 are 
Dr, Cbas. F. Crehore, Hon. Levi C. 
Wade. Adams K. Tolman, Geo. S. 
Rice and Wm. F. Harbach. The late 
Hon. Wm. P. Ellison was chairman of 
the board for tbe last seven years of 
its existence. Since 189$ the water 
department has been In charge of the 
water commissioner. During all these | 
years, only three persons have served 
as water registrar or water commis- 
sioner, the first being Mr. Moses 
Clark, Jr., who was succeeded In 1879 
by Mr. Albert S. Glover and the pres- 
ent water commissioner, Mr. J. Clif- 
ton Whitney became water registrar 
in 1891. Mr. Whitney has been con- 
nected with the department since 1875 
and probably has the most thoro 
knowledge of all its details of any ' 
person In the city. ' 

An interesting comparison is that of 
receipts of the department of 1877 and 
1907. In 1877 these receipts w’ere $18,- 
000 of which was from the other 
city departments. In 1907, the re- 
ceipts were about $148,000 of which 
less than was from the city de- 
partments. 

The cost of the works to date la 
about $2,316,000 of which nearly a 
million has been paid leaving a debt 
of $1,383,000, towards which we have 
a sinking fund of about a half million. 

Newton early adopted the meter 
system of selling its waler, with the 
result that our per capita consump- 
tion last year was 60 gallons, while 
lhat for the metropolitan district, 
which Is largely unmetered was 130 
gallons per capita. It is needless to 
say lhat the metropolitan district has 
much to learn in the economical use of 
waler. Newton has 6800 meters In 
use. costing $8.40 each. Until this 
year, the city charged an annual rent- 
al of $1.50 for each meter, a fair rate 
of Interest certainly on the invest-* 
ment. Meters are read about once a 
quarter, and oftener if necessary. 
Tests of meters are also made upon 
request, although It is a fact that 99 
out of every 100 defective meters fav- 
or the consumer. 

All meters are also tested by the 
department before being installed, 
supplementing a test always made at 
(he factory. It Is safe to say that 
there are few defective meters In use 
in Newton, and If errors in register- 
ing occur, the city and not the con- 
sumer, is the loser. In this connec- 
tion it is interesting to note that a 
small leak In the domestic supply, the 
size of the lead in the ordinary lead 
pencil, will waste 15 gallons of water 
an hour, at a loss of over $40.00 a year

BOOK PLATES 


Tbe Bibliographer of the Boston 
Transcript says: 

"The first of the series of three art- 
icles on Masonic Book Plates, by A. 
Wlnthrop Pope, which appears in the' 
August number of the New England : 
Craftsman, contains much of interest i 
to collectors of ex Itbrls. In writing 
of the Danforlh armorial hook plaie, 
which Is attributed by Charles Dexter 
Allen to Dr. Samuel Danforlh of Bos- 
ton, on page 190 of “American Book 
Plates," Mr. Pope takes occasion to 
correct the erroneous Latin. Mr. Allen 
fell into the error of reading the two 
upper lines of the motto across, mak- 
ing it "Ubl plura offendar maculls nl- 
tent non ego paucis." The line should 
read In order to make sense, "Ubl 
plura nitent non ego paucls offendar 
maculls." ^Ir. Allen has also fallen In- 
to an error with his Latin In the case 
of the Kingston plate, which Mr. Pope 
quotes with his permission, but he 
has made no attempt to correct the 
evidently erroneous Latin as be has 
not seen the plate. (No. 459 Allen.) 
(Mr. Pope thinks It extremely doubt- 
ful If the Latin errors were the fault 
of .Mr. Allen.) Those who are Interest- 
ed In bookplates will find much in Mr. 
Pope's list that wilt give them oppor- 
tunity for study." 

We may add that the article Is set 
up In a pleasing manner; on the title 
page is an excellent likeness of the 
author, followed by a list of masonic 
plates known to him In America. The 
|reproductlonH of the book plates are 
good, the descriptions are accurately 
given, and the biographical sketches 
are interesting. That about Nathan- 
iel Hurd is particularly so. The ref- 
erence to Silas Ketchum’s sermon, 
who lost his position because he com- 
mitted the crime of becoming a mas- 
ter mason, was well put in. 

In the September number will ap- 
pear the plates of Paul Revere, of Dr. 
Samuel W. French. Past Grand Mas 
ter S. Stacker Wllllanm of Ohio, Dr. 
Leroy M. Taylor’s curious plate, and 
the Parvin plate with others used in 
the Grand Lodge Library of Iowa.

: ness is that no way of exterminating 
these pests has yet been found, and 
the only thing to be done Is to try to 
keep them away from the banks as 
much ns possible.”— Baltimore Ameri- 
can.

In your paper of last week you had 
an editorial upon the tax rate for the 
coming year In Newton, criticising 
very properly the Increase In the rate, 
but placing the blame largely upon 
the, as you term It, “alarming Increase I 
In our school appropriation." Why is j 
the Increase In our school expenses I 
“alarming?’’ Does the Increase in the j 
number of pupils alarm any one? Is It i 
alarming that the people are being I 
furnished greater advantages in the i 
matter of education? 

M'hy are the School Committee and 
the amount expended for schools the 
chief objects to be subject to censure, 
the first place In which economy is 
to be observed and retrenchment de- 
manded? 

What is the most Important the 
most vital thing in our city? Is It not 
the education of the young and that 
should have the first consideration in 
our municipal budget. Is this alarm- 
ing? 

It would be alarming If there wa-*; 
reason to suppose that there was any 
“graft" or fraud In the management of 
our schools but that our ordinary In- 
crease In school houses and school re- 
quirements is "alarming" or any cause 
for criticism I cannot for one believe. 

I am as much In favor of economy 
In public expenditures as any one but 
in the education of our children It Is 
not the first nor the wisest place to 
begin to demand or practice economy. 

Are the teachers overpaid, has their 
number Increased unduly as compared 
with Che number of employees in other 
departments of clt.v work? 

Has there been such an Increase In 
the number of houses or tenements In 
the city as to justify tbe increase as 
you say of "ten thousand dollars" In 
the expense of taking care of the rub- 
bish and ashes. This is 1 suppose of 
no Importance, is not alarming! but 
to provide the necessary room for our 
children In school houses Is alarming! 

If I mistake not the city of Boston 
in order to reduce extravagant expen- 
ditures are going back to giving out 
such work to private contractors. We 
are taking up tbe paternal system, 
having the city do everything In the 
most expensive way but no word of 
warning or disapproval Is heard from 
you. It is not alarming to see the lazy 
way iji whicli the work on the High- 
ways is done, all city work, as com- 
pared with that done by contractors 
or private employees, but our schools 
are to expensively carried on. our 
School Commliiee are too Ignorant of 
their duties, too lavish tn their de- 
mands as to what Is necessary to keep 
our schools abreast with the times, 
with the wishes, the needs of the peo- 
ple. This is alarming! Indeed accord- 
ing to your editorial. 

I think it would be wise that a com- 
mission. like the Finance Commission 
In Boston, should be formed to examine 
all departments of the city and report 
the result of a careful, thorough over- 
hauling of each one and see where 
economy might well begin, and the 
justice of such a criticism as yours of 
“an alarming Increase" in the school 
appropriations sho%Yn to be either 
true or false. 

Until this is done, I with a majority 
of our tax payers, will continue to 
think that the need of a pruning of tui 
'■alarming Increase in appropriations" 
should begin somewhere else than lu 
our public school system.

"at any city, town or school election 
on the question of issuing any bonds 
for municipal or school purposes, and 
for the purpose of borrowing money, 
or on the question of increasing the 
tax levy.”

Canada cannot supply us. for she 
will need her timber herself. Siberia 
cannot supply us. for the timber Is too 
far from water transportation. South ' 
America cannot supply us, because the ' 
timbers of that vast continent are of I 
a different character from those we 
use. and Ill-adapted to our needs. We ' 
must suffer because we have careless- 
ly wasted this great condition of suc- 
cess. It Is Impossible to repair the 
damage In time to escape suffering. 

tiu forests on't) begin the story of 
our Impaired capital. Our anthracite 
coals are said to be in aanger of ex- 
haustion in fifty years, and our bitum- 
inous coals early In the next century; 
some of our older oil fields are already 
exhausted; the natural gas has been 
wasted — burning night and day in , 
many towns of this country until the 
supply has failed. Our Iron deposits 
grow less each year. Our ranges In 
the West, from which we first drove 
the buffalo to cover them again with 
cattle and sheep, are capable of sup- 
porting but about one-half what they 
could under intelligent management; 
and the price ot beef Is raised. Near- ' 
ly every one of our wonderful re- 
sources we have used without reason- 
able foresight and reasonable care, 
and as each becomes exhausted a 
heavier burden ot hardship will be 
laid upon us ns a people. 

Now what Is our remedy? The 
remedy Is the perfectly simple one ot 
common sense applied to national af- 
fairs as common sense Is applied to 
personal affairs. This Is no abstruse 
or difficult question. We have hitherto 
as a nation taken the same course as 
did at first the young man who came 
into possession of his new property. 
It Is time now tor a chnage. 

It Is true that some natural re- 
sources renew themselves, while oth- 
ers do not. Our mineral resources 
once gone are gone forever. It may 
appear, therefore, at first thought that 
conservation does not apply to them, 
since they can be used only once: but 
this Is far from being the fact. .Meth- 
ods of coni mining, for Instance, have 
been permitted in this country which 
take out on the average but half of 
the coal, and then In a short time the 
root sinks In on the other half, which 
thereafter can never be mined. Oil 
and natural gas also have been and 
are being exploited with great waste, 
and ns though there never could be 
an end to them. The forests we can 
replace at great cost and with an In 
teval of suffering. The soil ^vhicb 
is washed from the surface of our 
farms every year to the amount of a 
billion tons, making, with the further 
loss of fertilizing elements carried 
away in solution, the heaviest tax the 
farmer has to pay. may In the course 
of centuries be replaced by the chemi- 
cal (llslntegratlon of the rock; but It | 
Is decidedly wiser to keep what we : 
have by careful methods of cultlva- | 
tion. We may very profitably stop 
putting our farms into our streams, to > 
be dug out at great expense ihrougb 
river and harbor appropriations. Per- i 
tile soil Is not wanted in the bed of 
a stream, and It is wanted on the sur- ; 
face of the soil of the farms and the 
forest-covered slopes of the moun- 
tains; yet we spend millions upon mil- 
lions of dollars every year removing 
from our rivers what ought never to 
have got into them. 

A Monopoly of Our Greatest Natural 

Resource, Water Power* Should 
Be Prevented 

Besides exhausting the unreiiewable 
and impairing the renewable re- 
sources, we have left unused vast re- 
sources which are capable of adding 
enormously to the wealth of the 
country. Our streams have been used 
mainly In the West for irrigation and 
mainly in the East for navigation. It 
has not occurred to us that a stream 
Is valuable not merely for one, but 
for a considerable number of uses; 
that these uses are not mutually ex- 
clusive, and that to obtain the full 
benefit of what the stream can do for 
us we should plan to develop all uses 
together. For example, when the na- 
ilon.'il govt-rnment builds dunis for 
uavlgailoii on streams, It often disre- 
gards the possible use, for power, of 
ihe water that fiows over those dams. 
Engineers say that niuny hundred 
ihouHaiul horse-power are golnn to 
waste over government clams in lUU 
way. Since a fair pilce for power, 
where It is In demand, is from {HO to 
$80 per horse-power per year, It will 
be seen that the government has here 
— developed yet lying idle — a resource 
capable of adding eiiorniuusly to the 
natural wealth. So. also, in develop- 
ing ihe western streams fur Irrlgu- 
tion, 111 many places irrigation and 
power nilulil be made go Iiand In hand. 

It ilie public does nut see to ll that 
the control of water power is kept In 
I lie hands of the public, we are cer-

Tbe 
desk upon which he writes his letters, 
the merchandise which he sells, the 
crops which he raises, will have been 
brought to him or will be taken to 
market from him In a freight car mov- 
ed by electricity. His wife will run 
her sewing-machine or her churn and 
factories will turn their shafts and 
wheels by the same power. In every I

family and his nelghbora will have to 
pay toll to those who have been able 
to monopolize the great motive power 
of electricity made from water power, 
If that monopoly is allowed to become 
establlBbed. Never before In the hie- 
tory of this or any other free country 
has there existed the possibility of 
such Intimate dally contact between a 
monopoly and the life of the average 
citizen. 

It has not yet occurred to our peo- 
ple that this great power should be 
conserved for the use of the public. 
We have regarded it as a thing to be 
given away to any man who would 
take It. We have carried over our 
point of view, derived from the early 
conditions, when it was a godsend to 
have a man come into the country to 
develop power, and we were willing to 
give him anything to Induce him to 
come. We have carried over that 
point of view into a time when the 
dread of a monopoly of this kind ought 
to be In the mind of the average man 
everywhere. That Is an Instance of a 
resource neglected from the point of 
view of the public. 

But this Is a time to consider not 
one resource, but all resources to- 
gether. Already here and there small 
associations of citizens have become 
possessed of certain facts, and have 
begun to work at certain sides of what 
is fundamentally one great problem. 
We have a drainage association, whose 
object is to make habitable millions 
upon millions of acres now lying waste 
in swamps all over the country, but 
capable of supporting millions of peo- 
ple in comfort. We have forestry as- 
sociations, waterway associations, ir- 
rigation association^, associations of 
many kinds touching this problem of 
conservation at different points, each 
endeavoring to benefit the common 
weal along Its own line, but each in- 
terested only In Its own particular 
piece of the work and unaware that It 
is attacking the outside, not the heart, 
of the problem. 

Now a greater work appears. Since 
this problem of the conservation of 
natural resources Is a single question, 
each of these various bodies that have 
been working at different phases of It 
must come together on a common plat- 
form. By the joining of these units 
we shall have a mass of Intelligent, 
interested, public-spirited citizens 
anxious to adopt a new point of view 
about this country of ours. 

That is the crux of the whole mat- 
ter — a new point of view about our 
country. We have been so busy get- 
ting rich, developing, and growing, so 
proud of our growth, that we have let 
things go on until some Intolerable 
abuse has compelled immediate ac- 
tion to cut it off. It Is time that we 
put an end to this kind of opportun- 
ism, of mere drifting. We must take 
the point of view taken by the average 
prudent business man, or man in any 
walk of life who has property and Is 
Interested In it. What the average 
man does in his own affairs is to for- 
see trouble and avoid It if be can. 
What this nation of ours is doing In 
this fundamental matter of natural re-

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■ourcea..ls to. rua. right up against the 
trouble and make that trouble' 
inevitable before taking any step 
to head it off. But It should not 
take long to reach the stage where we 
shall deliberately plan to avoid the 
difficulties which can be forseen, it 
we bring together all who have al- 
ready begun to concern themselves 
with one or another aspect of the 
conservation problem. 

The Preeent le One of the Most Criti- 
cal Poinle of Our Hletory 

This nation has, on the continent of 
North America, three and a half mil- 
lion square miles. What shall we do 
with it? How can we make ourselves 
and our children happiest, most vigor- 
ous and efficient, and our civilization 
the highest and most Influential, as 
we use that splendid heritage? Shall 
not the nation undertake to answer 
that question In the spirit of wisdom, 
prudence, and fore-sight? There Is 
reason to think we are on the verge 
of doing this very thing. We are on the 
verge of saying to ourselves, Let us do 
the best we can with our natural re- 
sources; let us find out what we have, 
bow they can best be used, bow they 
can best be conserved. Above all, let 
Us have clearly In mind the great and 
fundamental fact that this nation will 
not end In tbe year 1950, or a hundred 
years after that, or five hundred years 
after that; that we are Just beginning 
a national history the end of which 
we cannot see, since we are still 
young. In truth, we are at a critical 
point in that history. As President 
Roosevelt has said, we are at the turn- 
ing of the ways. We may pass on 
along the line we have been following, 
exhaust our natural resources, con- 
tinue to let the future take cafe of 
Itself; or we may do the simple, ob- 
vious, common-sense thing In tbe In- 
teerst of the nation. Just as each of us 
does In his own personal affairs. 

On the way In which we decide to 
handle this great possession which 
has been given us, on tbe turning 
which we take now, hangs the welfare 
of those who are to come after us. 
Whatever success we may have in 
any other line of national endeavor; 
whether we regulate trusts properly; 
whether we control our great public- 
service corporations as we should; 
whether capital and labor adjust their 
relations In tbe best manner or not — 
whatever we may do with all these 
and other questions, behind and below 
them all is this fundamental question, 
Are we going to protect our springs 
of prosperity, our sources of well-be- 
ing, our raw material of industry and 
commerce and employer of capital and 
labor combined, or are we going to 
dissipate them? 

According as we accept or ignore 
our responsibility as trustees of the 
nation’s welfare, our children and our 
children’s children for uncounted gen- 
erations will call us blessed or will 
lay their suffering at our doors. We 
shall decide V^hetber their lives, on 
the average, are to be lived in a 
flourishing country, full of all that 
helps make men comfortable, happy, 
strong, and effective, or whether their 
lives are to be lived in a country like 
the miserable outworn regions of the 
earth which other nations before us 
have possessed without foresight and 
turned Into hopeless deserts. 

We are no more exempt from the 
operation of natural laws than are the 
people of any other part of the world. 

When the facts are squarely before 
us, when the magnitude of the stake 
Is clearly before our people, surely 
this question will be decided aright. — 
The National Geographic Magazine.

The bookkeeping department of a 
corporation with annual expenses of 
over a million dollars is an Important 
and necessary part of the business 
machinery. It is more so In a muni- 
cipal corporation as the following ac- 
count will Indicate. 

The city auditor is every three years 
elected by the votes of tbe board of 
aldermen and is purely a legislative 
office. He is supposed to be the eyes 
and ears of the board of aldermen in 
order that the executive departments 
may be compelled to expend tbe alder- 
manic appropriations for the purposes 
for which they are made. 

The monthly bills and weekly and 
monthly pay rolls are sent Into the 
office from the various departments as 
soon as practicable. The examination 
of pay rolls includes a verification of 
the computations, a glance at the con- 
dition of the appropriation and tbe 
amount granted therefrom, and assur- 
ance that the certification by the head 
of the department .Is correct. 

Tbe monthly bills, which are listed 
in a roll approved by the department 
head require much more work, Includ- 
ing In addition to all the above, a 
comparison between the different de- 
partments as to tbe price of slmillar 
articles, and more or less oversight 
over the prices paid for tbe thousand 
and one different tools and materials 
needed by the city. The work in this 
line Is a strong argument for estab- 
ishlng a purchasing agent for a city 
like Newton. 

When these bills and pay rolls are 
found correct, they are endorsed by 
the auditor, and a list prepared, call- 
ed the mayor’s warrant, and which 
with the originals, are presented tQ 
that official for examination and signa- 
ture. 

After tbe warrant Is signed by the 
Mayor the rolls and Hats are passed 
to the Treasurer for payment. Ap- 
proved bills are not allowed to leave 
the auditor’s office, and in their place 
blank forms of receipt are handed the 
Treasurer, and after payment tbe re- 
ceipt Is attached to the original bill. 
Pay rolls when paid are also returned 
to the auditor, and together with the 
bills are numbered and indexed under 
tbe card system and by name and ap- 
propriation. 

The accounts are also entered In an 
elaborate system of books, prepared 
some years ago by an expert account- 
ant, and the condition of each appro- 
priation can be shown at a glance. 

Monthly statements showing each 
appropriation, additions, transfers, 
amounts expended, amounts granted, 
balance of appropriation unexpended, 
and balance of amount granted are 
printed each month for the Informa- 
tion of the city authorities. 

A yearly report for public use Is al- 
so prepared as soon as possible after 
tbe books are closed on Dec. 31st. and 
gives a complete summary of receipts 
and expenses for the year, a stateuieiu 
of the permanent debt and a schedule 
of city property. 

The city charter states that "no 
expenditure of public money from the 
annual appropriation order shall be 
authorized except by a vote of a mu- 
joiity of all the members of the board, 
taken by yea and nay." This authori- 
zation is termed a grant and is a pow- 
erful lever tn the hands of the aider- 
men. By it they may treat a mayor 
with the utmost liberality, as in th^ 
case of Mayor Cobb, where the entire 
annual appropriations were placed un- 
reservedly In ills hands in the early 
spring, or they may dole out the ap- 
propriations In dimes and pennies. 

In actual practise, (he auditor ob- 
tains from each head of department, 
an estimate of the amount of mosiey 
needed for the coming month. These 
estimates, together with schedules 
showing the appropriation, tlte amount 
expended and (he balance of previous 
grants, are submitted to the finance 
committee, which thereupon prepares 
an order granting the necessary funds 
for city expenses for the month to 
come. In case of emergencies, addi- 
tional orders are prepared. 

Dally returns from the treasury de- 
partment of all receipts are made to 
the auditor and carefully recorded, 
and the books of the treasurer and 
auditor are regularly compared. 

The auditor must also sign all bonds 
and uotes of ihe city in conjunction 
with the treasurer and mayor. 

In addition to his duties as city 
auditor, that official acts as secretary 
of tbe sluktng fund commissioners, at- 
tends all their meetings and keeps 
their records. 

He also acts as the agent of the 
state board of coinmlbsiouers of Slate 
Aid. This duty Is smiilar to that of 
the Charity depuriiueut. 


Two forms of military aid are given 
besides tbe Soldiers* Relief rendered 
by the City Clerk. Slate Aid to an 
amount of $4 to $6 per month Is grant- 
ed to pensioned soldiers of their de- 
pendents, in cases of necessity by the 
state. The payment being made by 
the city, which Is reimbursed by the 
state. It averages about 1250.00 a 
month. 

The appropriation for Indigent Sol- 
diers or Sailors can be used for needy 
soldiers or sailors, whether pensioned 
or not, and one half of the amount ex- 
pended, is repaid by the Common- 
wealth. 

Ail the above work requires careful 
examination Into the necessity of each 
particular case, including military 
records and settlements. 

Monthly returns of all State Aid are 
also made to the commissioner of 
State Aid. 

The city auditor fills an important 
place in municipal work, and should 
be given the utmost freedom of action, 
in order that the greatest benefit may 
be reecived from his services.

The increasing ease with which our 
inventors are mastering the art of 
flying In the air, should cause our 
statesmen at Washington considerable 
worry as to what Is to become of our 
elaborate customs service. When any- 
one can fly across the Canadian bord- 
er with diamonds and silks, smuggling 
will become a most lucrative business. 


As the time for the Republican pri- 
maries approaches interest is Increas- 
ing in the nominations for representa- 
tives to the General Court, and Aider- 
man Howard P. Converse, the candi- 
date presented by citizens of Auburn- 
dale appears to have a long lead for 
the third place, the renomlnation of 
Representatives Garcelon and Bishop 
being conceded.

The Boston Transcript of last Fri- 
day had copious extracts from the pe- 
tition for a rehearing in the famous 
Standard Oil case, filed by the gov- 
ernment attorney.^. From these and 
the commenis noted all over the 
country, It Is evident that this petition 
is a remarkable document. It is far 
from the province of a layman to crit- 
icize the intricacies of the law, but the 
language of the petition Is so clear and 
concise that Us meaning is plain. Tf 
is possible, as the esteemed Spring- 
field Republican suggests, that this pe- 
tition was written for its effect on the 
popular mind rather than for its legal 
result. It is caustic in Us criticism of 
the action of the Court of Appeals, 
and plainly scores in showing the in- 
consistency of one of its judges In ex- 
pressing his present views as to what 
constitutes a separate offence under the 
law. There Is also a sharp difference 
expressed on what is actually in the 
records of the case, one which can 
easily be proven and on one point, at 
least, the Court cT Appeals is evident- 
ly in error. A1 oge her we fear that 
this case wt’l add con.-iderably to the 
feeling, already prcvulcal In the coun- 
try. of disrff-pect for rl e judiciary, a 
result whicli is to be Ki e.uly deplored. 
A sharp line, however, has been drawn 
beiwee” ihe Court and ihe govern- 
ment ills case, the .^ci emeni of 
which, cannot but aiieci the politics 
of the country.

Nestling closely among ihe hill-* | 
which cluster about ihe base of Pack 
Monadnock Mountain, is the lown nf 
Temple, one of the smallest anti one 
of the most beautiful of iho villages 
of southern New Hampshire. With an 
elevation of 1000 feet above the sea 
level, among wooded hills and looking 
far away across smiling vallej-s. it Is 
no wonder that its sons and daugh- 
ters. no matter where they roam, turn 
their hearts and minds irresistibly to 
their native town. 

This was very evident during the 
past week when the town observed 
the one hundredth and fiftieth an- 
niversary of Its settlement. The event 
had been carefully planned, the town 
selecting a strong committee as early 
as last March, and all joined, whether 
natives of Temple or not. to make the 
day a memorable one. The last sett- 
tence must be modified slightly, as 
the Weather Man frowned upon the 
celebration and sent a soaking rein- 
storm after beautiful days, just to as- 
sert his disregard for the efforts of 
man. 

But the people came, nevertheless, 
and somehow and somewhere managed 
to get considerable enjoyment, not- 
withstanding the unfavorable condi- 
tions. 

The ladies had worked long and 
faithfully decorating the Town Hall, 
the church and chapel and the monu- 
ments on the Common, and the band 
stand erected for the occasion 
gay with bunting, was a prominent 
object during the day. 

A good program of sports had been 
arranged but tbe weather caused a 
necessary postponement until Thurs- 
day, but the other events of the day 
were well carried out . A salute of 
thirteen guns at 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing carried tbe news that the official 
program was under way. and the 
church bells were rung morning, noon 
and night, with another cannon salute 
at sunset. Visitors to the town were 
served with a dinner at noon in the 
Town hall and immediately following 
the band concert, announced for the 
Common was given in the church. By 
1.30 o’clock this small edifice was 
completely filled, fully 400 people be- 
ing present. 

Mr. A. A. Spofford, chairman of the 
committee of arrangements opened ■ 
the afternoon's proceedings with a 
little rapid fire oratory, and promptly 
introduced ^Ir. D. C. Bragclon to make 
Ihe address of welcome. Mr. Bragdou 
made a brief and cordial speech full 
of hospitality and good will, which was 
well received. Mr. Samuel .M. Child of 
Boston, then presented the town with 
some historical documents, well pre- 
served In glass frames. These docu- 
ments included an original deed of 
land to his ancestor in lT73, a map of 
the N. W. school district in ISl'J to- 
gether with an official appraisal of the 
school house at $19.34: the call for a 
school district meeting of Nov. 24. 
1820, three highway warrants dated 
1812, 1830 and 185."*, the first contain- 
ing a list of the tax payers of the 
town, and establishing the rates of 
pay at 67 cents per day for a man, 44 
cents for an ox and 22 cents for a 
cart. The third frame contained many 
small papers, mostly receipts, one 
dated 1773 from Major Ephraim 
Heald, the first settler, an order lay- 
ing out a road in 1835, a lottery ticket 
for the benefit of the glass manufac- 
tory, in 1781 for T.emple boasts the 
first glass factory ever e.siabllshed In 
the country. Tbe gift of these docu- 
ments was briefly acknowledged by 
Mr. C. E. Rockwood, chairman of. the 
selectmen. Mr. R. L. Reed of Boston 
then took the floor and made a speech, 
which fitted neither the day nor the 
place. He brought with him, a cane 
made of wood from several of tlie ves- 
sels of the Navy, and then called tip- 
on Mr. Abner Holt of .Maynard, Mass., 
to present the cane and case to the 
town. It was accepted, of course by 
Mr. D. ('. Bragdou, but many failed to 
see the appropiiuteness of the gift. 

Dr. Joseph A, Hill of Washington. 
D. C,, then gave an historical address 
which, even with many omissions, took 
an hour and a half to deliver. Among 
the many Interesting facts cited by 
Dr. Hill might he mentioned the wish 
of the town to •git" Incorporated In 
1TG8. and the signing of the charter 
on the 2Glh of August of that year. 
The town was named for Sir John 
Temple the then lieiitenum governor 
of New Hampshire, The loyalty of ihe 
town vas einiilia.-^lzed hy Dr, Hill, /<6 
men I'uspunding to the call for arms 
following the bailie of l.'-xlngion, tin- 
entire population of the town In 1773 
being but 418 men. women tiiiil chil- 
dren. In the war tt 1812. Temple wna 
also Interested one of Us citizens, Gen. 


James Miller being the hero of the 
battle of Lundy’s Lane. Dr. Hill gnv-' 
a most Interesting account of the life 
of the community In 1858 when the 
Iflrtth anniversary of the town was’ cel- 
ebrated. with sketches of the store, 
which has been In the Hayward fam- 
ily for 49 year.s, the church, the Inter- 
est taken in the town Common and 
the erection of the inonumenis In mem 
ory of the three wars In which Temple 
men took part, the library, towards 
which Mr. Solon W. Mansfield, of 
Newtonvllle. gave $1000 In 1889. the 
schools and the bitter fight when the 
old district system was changed to 
the present town system. Dr. Hill 
closed with a beautiful peroration on 
the beauty of the town, its proud rec- 
ord of loyalty and Its future. 

Excellent poems appropriate to the 
occasion from the pens of Miss Bessie 
Hayward. Miss Elizabeth R. Slieldrlck 
and Mrs. G. S. Taylor were read dur- 
ing the afternoon by Mr. Bragdon. 

Seated on the platform were Jlr. 
Isaiah Wheeler of Greenville and Mr. 
James D. Heald of Windham, both of 
whom were members of the commlt- 
(ee In charge of the 100th anniversary 
In 1858. Three minute speeches were 
also made by Senator H. O. Hadley. 
Mr. William Bacon. Mr. Oliver Foster, 
Mr. Brooks Heald, Dr. G. F. Munsey, 
■Mr. R. H. Wilder. Mr. E. 1. Cralgln, 
Mr. James O. Killam and Dr. F. W. 
Jones. At the suggestion of the chair- 
man those who were present at (he 
celebration 50 years ago arose, and 26 
persons stood up In response, 

A feature of the day was the pres- 
ence of the Temple quartet of Boston, 
the name being peculiarly appropriate 
for such an observance. They sang 
several selections during the after- 
noon and in the early evening gave a 
fine program In connection with the 
Ashby orchestra. The concert was 
held in the church before a crowded | 
house and was ihoroly enjoyable, the I 
quartet giving double encores to al - 1 
most every number on the program, j 

The festivities were brought to a 
close with the burning of red fire in 
the main street and a dance In the 
Town hall.

Coal Used by Romans. 

It Is t>ellevo(l by some tiistorlnns that 
coal was used by the Roinaiis on tin’ 
continent and by the Britons on tlio Is- 
land before the arrival of Caesar. .Vs 
early as 1234 Henry III. granted a 11 
cense to dig coal near Newcastle, but 
a few years later the use of coal wns 
forbidden in Lomlon, the smoke lielnp 
deemed prejudicial to imlilie lieulth. 
In 1300 the Txmdon gentry iietUIoned 
the king against Its use. declaring that 
In spite of his royal order certain ma- 
licious persons iwrslsted in burning It. 
Coals began to be brought from New- 
castle to T.ondon in 1381, during the 
reign of Richard II. By the year 140C 
coal wns commonly burned In London 
ns a fuel, though 200 years later. In 
the reign of Charlea I., its use was far 
from being general throughout Eug- 
land. Anthracite coal, which, except 
the diamond, la the purest form of car- 
bon known, wns first used by a Con- 
necticut blacksmith named Gore In 
ITOS and as a domestic fuel by Judge 
Jesse Fell of Wilkesbarre, Pa.. In 1808.

1 THIS IS EASY 

Cole says that he will have 1000 
” delegates although the caucuses are 
six or seven weeks away. Who prom* 
ised them? That’s what the people 
would like to know. — Pittsfield Eagle. 
^ We are pleased to be In a position 
. to answer the Eagle’s question. 

In the first place, Mr. Cole's claim 
Is probably not wholly true. It's like 
the claims of his competitors, partly 
true and partly bluff. But yet It is 
' probably more nearly true than either 
^ competitor would like to realize. 

■ There’s every prospect that ^ohn N. 
Cole will be the next republican can* 
dldate for lieutenant governor of Mas* 
sachusetts. As the Eagle says, the 
caucuses are still several w’eeks off, 
but the fact Isn’t of much moment. 
After they have been held, Mr. Cole 
will have the delegates. His assur- 
ance to that effect Is not of recent ori- 
gin. He received It before the closing 

* of the recent legislative session. Me 
was, and is, speaker of the Massachu- 
setts House of Representatives. A 

I large proportion of the members of 
that body assured Mr. Cole before 

■ leaving for their homes that at the 
proper time they would see to the de- 
livery In their various districts of the 
delegates necessary to nominate him 
for lieutenant governor. Some of the 
democratic members even promised 
to give him a lift. Some of them will 
be able to really help him. In certain 

• districts, the democratic legislators 
have a certain Influence with the re- 
publican powers that be. They will 
use that Influence in Mr. Cole's behalf. 

Mr. Cole Is popular with the legis- 
lators. He proved himself an efficient 
and fair speaker. He is a good Jollier. 
His three terms as speaker and his 
previous legislative experience en- 
abled him to make a large acquaint- 
ance. As a politician he kept his eye 
on the main chance. Therefore, the 
legislators are his friends. Most of 
them have a pull with the local politi- 
cal committees. That’s the necessary 
thing in the securing of delegates. 
Caucuses, as a rule, are a mere mat- 
ter of form. The candidate doesn’t 
consult the voters. He sees the com- 
mittee. The committee promises to 
name delegates favorable to him. It's 
easy to deliver the goods. The com- 
mittee makes up a list of persons to 
be voted for. It doesn’t Indicate who 
the men named upon It favor; neither 
does It offer any chance for an ex- 
pression of choice by the voters. 
Enough persons attend the caucus to 
allow the use of the plural word voters 
instead of the singular word voter. 
Twenty or 25 out of a possible .500 or 
more members of the party may vote 
in the caucus. If there's a real con- 
test, an opposition ticket may be 
“sprung" but the candidate who has 
the friendship of the party organiza- 
tion has the advantage even then. 
That’s why Candidate Cole knows 
that he’s going to be nominated. 
When the caucuses have been held, 
he will have won “a tremendous vic- 
tory." He will be ’’the choice" of his 
party. And yet his party may have 
had nothing to do with his nomination. 
The candidate for lieutenant governor 
is not the only pollltclan who thus 
gets a nomination. From the top down 
tickets are usually made up In this 
way. The chief thing Is to get "aolld"

matter bow many may be the candi- 
dates looking for any particular nom- 
ination. The name of each candidate 
should be lO placed on the ballot that 
the voter can Indicate his choice. The 
delegates would in all honor be bound 
to support In convention the candi- 
dates receiving the largest number of 
votes in the caucus. 

There would still be this trouble: 
The mass of the voters would,' as us-,, 
ual. be Indifferent in respect to at- 
tending the caucuses. This Is a bad 
condition to have to admit the exis- 
tence of In localities where a nomin- 
ation Is equivalent to an election. 
Good citizens should have the right 
to express themselves at caucuses. 
They should then express themselves 
In them. 

JOHN W. HOWE 

John Williams Howe, one of the old- 
est residents of Newton Upper Falls, 
passed to his rest on Sunday morning. 
Aug. 23, In the 78th year of his age. 
Mr. Howe was a son of Isaac and Bet- 
sey (Williams) Howe and was born 
in Dover, Mass., Sept. 10, 1830. He 
was descended in the seventh genera- 
tion from Abraham Howe who was 
made a freeman in Roxbury in 1638. 
He w'Bs a member of the Rev. John 
Eliot's Church, and In 1645 was one of 
the signers of a covenant to found "a 
free school In the town of Roxbury." 
This school has had a continuous ex- 
istence ever since, and Is now' known 
as the Roxbury Latin School. Mr. 
Howe’s grandfather. Isaac Howe, was 
for seven years and six months a pri- 
vate In the Revolutionary War, a rec- 
ord which is unequalled in fhe ar- 
chives of Massachusetts. On his ma- 
ternal side he was descended In the 
seventh generation from Thomas Wil- 
liams, who settled In Groton, Mass., as 
early as 1662 and was one of the pro- 
prietors of the extensive territory 
known by that name. Mr. Howe’s 
great grandfather, Capt. John Wil- 
liams of Groton, went through the en- 
tire Revolutionary War. He took part 
in the Battle of Bunker Hill, ns well 
as In other important engaements. He 
was an original member of the Mas- 
sachusetts Society of the Cincinnati. 
Mr. How'e’s father, Isaac Howe, was at 
one time proprietor of the Williams 
Tavern at Dover, a pre-Revolutlonary 
tavern w'hlch remained standing until 
Jan. 2l8t of the present year when it 
was burned. The loss of this old land- 
mark was the occaelon of deep grief 
to Mr. Howe. Here his mother and 
several of his brothers and sisters 
were born; here he spent his child- 
hood and youth. In his early man- 
hood he was employed in a grocery 
store In Providence; he then returned 
to Dover where he worked tn the store 
of Jonathan Whiting for a year at 
Charles River Village. About 1856 he 
entered the employ of Willard Jlarcy 
at Newton Upper Falls as a clerk tn 
his store. He finally became proprie- 
tor of the business, and continued as 
a grocer for many years. About 1882 
he sold out his store and engaged In 
the Insurance business In which he 
continued until within a few weeks of 
his death. Mr. Howe enjoyed a wide 
acquaintance and was a familiar fig- 
ure on the streets of the city until 
within the past two years. He was In- 
terested In the church as an Institu- 
tion. In temperance, In education, and 
in good citizenship. He retained a 
deep Interest In Dover, his native town, 
and always kept up an acquaintance 
with his old friends and with the Insti- 
tutions of the town. He was a public- 
spirited citizen, and took a great in- 
terest In the affairs of Newton, espec- 
ially In that part of the city In which 
"he lived. He had many friends be- 
cause he had always shown himself 
friendly. He possessed a genial dis- 
position and carried good cheer wher- 
ever he went. He was a welcome vis- 
itor tn many homes. Although his 


count of yeart was full, and hU allot- 
ed task was wrought, yet bis quick 
step, ready smile, and genial spirit, 
will be missed from the places which 
have known him for nearly a half cen- 
tury. Although he 'enlertdlned liberal 
views in religion, he was for more 
than thirty years a trustee of the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church In New- 
ton, an Institution which he served 
faithfully and well. In politics he was 
a life-long Republican. .Mr. Howe 
married in I860 Miss Mary E. Bacon 
of Newton Upper Falls, whom he has 
survived less than three years. He 
leaves a daughter, Mrs. Alice L. 
Speare of Chelsea.

Some day we shall 
think It absurd that women who are 
capable of instructing men how to I 
vote should not be allowed to vote 
themselves. If police and prison rec- 
ords mean anything, they mean that, 
considered as law-abiding citizens, 
women are ten times as good as men.”

STREET RAILWAY NOTES. 

.Merging of three companies of the 
Newton system of street railways In 
the .Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way Company, which is already one of 
them, is the aim of u petition filed to- 
day with the Railroad Commissioners. 
James L. Richards, x>reaident of the 
Middlesex & Boston, the Westboro & 
Hopkinton Street Railway and the Na- 
tick & Cochituato Street Hallway asks 
for cousolidulion of the two last-nam- 
ed with the first. 

The petition states that a majority 
of the directors of each of these com- 
panies liuve agreed to the terms for 
consolidation, and the Middlesex & 
Boston Street Railway Company asks 
authority to issue 1400 additional 
8hnre.s of its capital stock of a par val- 
ue of $140,000, for consummating the 
plan. 

By the terms agreed upon, the Mid- 
dlesex & Boston Is to exchange share 
for share with the stockholders of the 
Westboro & Hopkinton to the amount 
of 400 shares of a par value of $100 
each, and the company is to exchange 
1000 shares of its stock, share for 
share, with the stockholders of the Na- 
tick & Cochituate Company, also at 
the par value of $100.
